Th e winter of 1887 h e left 
fully 2,000 pounds in th e woods for 
th e wolves. 
Th is seems like a sh ame­ 
ful waste.—St. Cloud Journal Press. 


Th e Pillagers Have Signed. 
As stated in th ese columns last 
week, th e articles sent from Brainerd 
to th e St. Paul papers in regard to th e 
Indians taking th e war-path , and 
h aving already killed one man, was a 
canard and with out foundation, with 
th e exception of th reats made by a 
so-called brave wh o was h ostile to th e 
project 
Th e commission at Leech 
Lake h as been successful in over­ 
coming th e objection of th e Pillagers 
and over 140 of th e Indians h ave 
signed. 
Th e commission h as gone to 
Cass lake ami from th ere will go to 
Mille Lacs. 
A Pioneer Press corres­ 
pondent wh o is accompanying th e 
party sends th e following interesting 
account to h is paper: 
Long and tedious councils were 
h eld during th e th ree days succeed­ 
ing W ednesday of last week, wh en 
th e arrest was made, and all th e 
grievances of th e Pillagers were given 
a th orough ventilation. 
Th e first 
point th ey insist upon is th e payment 
of th e damages caused by th e reser­ 
voirs. 
Much h as also been said about 
th e cession of a million acres under 
an old treaty for th e use of th e 
Menominees, for wh ich th ese Indians 
received about a cent and a h alf per 
acre, and wh ich land was afterwards 
opened for settlem ent as th e Menomi­ 
nees refused to move iqion th e tract. 
Th ey also made a strong appeal for a 
saw mill, and th at pines sufficient for 
th eir needs be left available for th eir 
use on th e reservation. 
Th e bound­ 
aries of th eir reservation, past and 
present, were by request read to th ^rn 
from th e old treaties. 
Many inter­ 
esting sjieech es h ave been made by 
th e ch iefs, one of wh om, in declaring 
h is intention to sign, remarked th at 
h e only regretted th at th e commis­ 
sioners did not bring a big ch eck for 
th e Indians. Anoth er ch ief complain­ 
ed tfiat Ruth Flat Mouth , wh om th ey 
call th e queen, h as too much influence; 
tnat sh e h as not only asked h im to 
sign th e treaty, but even urges h im 
to marry h er. 
Several ch iefs h ave 
wanted to go to W ash ington to make 
a treaty, so th at it h ad to be explain­ 
ed. as at W h ite Earth , th at th ere was 
a law forbidding th e making of In­ 
dian treaties in th at city. 
Th ey h ave 
been very anxious to obtain assurances 
of th e fullfillment of th e conditions of 
th e act of congress, saying th ey h oped 
th e commissioners would not use th e 
words ‘*may be” or “if.” 
Several of 
th e ch iefs h ave taken occassion to ask 
th e commissioners for certificates of 
th eir ch ieftainsh ip, exh ibiting th ose 
h eld by th eir ancestors, some of 
wh ich were given bv Hon. Lewis 
Cass, governor of th e North west Ter­ 
ritory. 
An effective speech , in wh ich 
h e accepted th e treaty, was made by 
an Indian so old th at h e could h ardly 
totter to th e table in front of th e com­ 
missioners. 
He was old Ch ief Flat 
Mouth ’s righ t h and brave, and th e 
greatest warrior of th e Ch ippewa 
nation wh en it was driving th e Sioux 
from th e country extending from th e 
lakes to th e Red River of th e North . 
Th e Indians h ave B¡>ent in consultat­ 
ion most of th e time not occupied by 
th e council with th e commissioners, 
and it was evident last week th at th e 
opposition was losing ground slowly 
in spite of letters received by th e 
Indians 
from th e deputy Lnited 
States 
marsh al, 
wh o 
was 
th e 
strongest opponent at W h ite Earth 
of th e propositions made by th e 
government, in wh ich h e urged th em 
not to sign. 
It is said th at h e was 
th e representative of persona outside 
th e reservations wh o are interested 
in securing pine timber on easy 
terms. 
Th e Indians h ave in council 
requested th at th e little disturbance 
wh ich resulted in th e arrest of one of 
th e opposition be not regarded by 
th e commissioners as sanctioned by 
th em as a band, and it is improbable 
th at trouble would h ave arisen but 
for 
th e 
interference 
of 
outside 
parties. 
It was learned yesterday 
th at a decided break would be made 
today by th ose in favor of signing, 
and after a few speech es one ch ief 
after anoth er announced h e was ready 
to sign, and th e signatures of nearly 
all th e ch iefs h ave been taken, besides 
over one h undred oth ers, so th at th e 
success h ere of th e negotiations is 
now assured. 
It h as been for th e 
commissioners a long and wearisome 
effort to obtain th e consent of th e 
Pillagers to th e act of congress, es­ 
pecially by reason of th e msiduous 
nature of th e opposition prompted by 
persons outside th e reservation.

I am one of th e very few wh ite peo­ 
ple th at h ave ever visited Pondoland. I 
h ave lately returned from th at country, 
and possibly h ome of my experiences 
may be found interesting. 
Pondoland 
% a fertile district north east of th e 
Transkei, and lying due south of Natal 
it is now under th e protectorate of Cape 
Colony. 
Th e reason* for th is new pro­ 
tectorate are obvious. 
In th e firs! 
place, by estaldisbing it, we h ave com* 
plcted th e h alf circle of British colon) 
wh ich now extends in unbroken sue* 
cession between Capetown and Natal, 
th us making us virtual protectors of th e 
wh ol** aealxmrd and ports between th ose 
two points. In th e « econd place, we h ave 
kept out oth er nations—th e Germans 
and th e Dutch , for instance - wh o h ave 
for some time cast a longing eye upon 
th e fertile plaiqs pf Pondoland 
Th e Pondos are a neh nation so far 
as cattle is concerned, and th eir ooontiy 
allow* th em to grow mealies and corn 
and tobacco in profusion with out muel 
trouble and labor. 
Pondoland is ver 
r.i Mintainou-, and at th e same time **x- 
tremely well watered. 
Th e sea-sh ore 
is covered w ith brush and forest. 
Th e 
principal trade of th e country enter* 
Pondoland across th e river Cratumruni 
from Natal, or bv way of Ucatata from 
Kmg William’« Town th rough Tembu- 
land. wh ich lies immediately south east. 
Tic* export* of Pondoland are princi­ 
pally h ide« , h orn and cattle. Th e trad­ 
er- of th e country h ave been h ith rrto 
>utlaw - ami oth er adventurous persona 
wh o h ave ch osen to reside beyond 
British jurisdiction. 
In manv caaes 
tb< * h « ve exercised a wise discretion. 
Th e l’ondomen lead very lazy lives. 
Th ey scarcely ever do any work. Th ey 
leave to th e women th e cultivation of 
th < mrah e gardens and th e h owir.g of 
wood and drawing of water. 
To th e 
bov* th ey leave th Jnerding of th e cattle. 
It is difficult to say wh at th ey do but lie, 
and th ieve, and ch eat, and in sufficiently 
lor in id able numbers (rendering resist­ 
ance impossible) attack a store, carry 
off th e goods of th e unh appy store- 
keejier, and murder h im if h e protests 
loo veh emently at th e loss of h is 
blankets and rum. Th ey are an ami­ 
able race altogeth er. Pw.J jian.i con­ 
tain* plants of Valuable medicinal prop 
erties and th e number of poisons »n th e 
country is very large. Th e Pondo docs 
not scruple to make use of th e latter 
wh ene\« *r occasion requires an objec­ 
tionable jH*rson tobe quietly “removed.” 
Tin* grass, or veldt, of th e country is, 
a* a rule, too rich for ah eap, but is ad­ 
mirably suited to cattle and h ur*e*. 
wh ich are yen* numerous. 
Th ere ore 
very f w Boers, if any, in th e country, 
most of th e traders being British oi 
Unqoa h alf-casta. Tribal war* art fro- 
quent. and th e power of th e paramount 
ch ief is but very partially recognise*!, 
even in h is own neigh borh ood. ^Fusti« »

question, th ere being no one to admiir 
ter it. and no one to execute ife—

We h ave an account, written in 1811, 
of th e h ouseh old of Henry Percy. Earl 
of North umberland, in h is Yorksh ire 
castles of Wressel and Leckenfield. Tbt 
number of attendants wh o lived perma­ 
nently in th e bouse was 166, besides 
th ose wh o were employed outside 
Amongst th em were officials of every 
sort, including eleven ch aplains, and a 
complete ch oir to sing th e service daily. 
Th e daily occupations of each were 
minutely regulated, and th e system of 
accounts was carefully prescribed. Tbs 
various articles of provision for th is vast 
h ouseh old were estimated for th e year 
to amount to 2,116 quarters of wh eat, 
124 bullocks, 677 sh eep, ten tons of 
Gascon wine, and so on in proportion. 
Th e meat was generally eaten salted, 
and needed 160 gallons of mustard to 
make it palatable, 
Of course th e 
number of th e h ouseh old does not in­ 
clude guests. 
Every day someth ing 
like th ree h undred must h ave been fed 
at th e castle. At six o'clock all attended 
service in th e ch apel, after wh ich th ey 
breakfasted off beef and ale. 
At ten 
o’clock came dinner, at four supper and 
at nine o'clock all retired to rest. Th e 
h ouseh old of a great noble gave a train­ 
ing in business h abits, in wh ich our 
forefath ers were a* proficient as men of 
th e present day. lu fact, ineir ordi­ 
nal/ occupations were so few th at th ey 
gave great attention to th e regulation 
of th e minor matters of daily life. 
Th e Earl of North umberland, h ow­ 
ever, was one amongst a few in th e 
greatness of h is establish ment and in 
Kis magnificence. 
Even h e h ad few 
comforts, as we sh ould reckon} and 
wh en h o moved from one of h is castles 
’o anoth er, all h is furniture was carried 
with h im. 
Th e rough walls were h unt 
with tapestry, wh ich was suspended 
from h ooks.* Food, ‘Jiongh plentiful 
was coarse, and furniture was plain. 
Th oro w*u little privacy in th e grim 
fortresses wh ich th e great inh abited. 
Two or th ree r» n» ms were set apart fo* 
th e use of th e family and th eir guests: 
th e rest were small ch um h er* for h old 
ing store* aud providing sleeping roont 
tor th e h ost of attendants.— Leuur%

H. Carpenter, a well 
known printer of Philadelphia, were drow ned 
a whirlpool near Middleton. 


J. C. Lyons was killed outright, C. 
W. 
Pauly fatally mangled, an engine and eight 
cars wrecked and a large number of cattle 
killed in an accident recently a t Montgom­ 
ery, Ind. 


Miss Tillie Fellman, a young woman of Chi­ 
cago, was drowned 
a t Benton 
H arbor, 
Mich., while attem pting to save Mrs. Ed 
Napier, who was trying to rescue a little boy 
from drowning. Mrs. Napier and the boy 
were saved. 


During a heavy storm lightning struck the 
house of Gilbert Markham, near Fairchild 
W’is. All the occupants of the house were 
stunned. A boy lying on a fur coat was 
blistered on the back. His hair was burned 
off. He lay insensible for two hours, but 
will probably recover. 


An aged man named Burns was instantly 
killed by being run over by the Northern ex­ 
press on the Burlington, Cedar Rapids 4 
Northern railroad about three miles from 
Shullsburg, Iowa. The man was evidently 
walking along the trnck and, failing to hear 
the rapidly approaching train, met nisdeath. 
I)r. H. Sneva bus on the train and examined 
the body of the man. His neck was broken 
and skull fractured. 
Mike Joyce, employed by lion A. McMillan 
as gardener and coachman, was drowned at 
LaCroes while suitingon the Mississippi.

Being unable to detect the 
thieves he loaded a revolver Saturduy. sus­ 
pended it from a beam with the muzzle to­ 
wards the door und attached a line so thut 
the opening of the door would cause the re­ 
volver 
to explode. 
He was himself the 
first to try the trap, and the bullet entered 
bis body just below the heart. Sorenson 
was thirty years old and married. 
He is 
still alive, but with no possible chance for 
recovery. 


A gravel traiu on the Northwestern road, 
while being barked into a gravel pit in 
Owatonna. Minn., was cut loose from the 
engine. 
Having but one breakman on, who 
was not able to stop it, its momentum car­ 
ne« ] it beyond the end of the track, across a 
highway about n hundred feet, striking the 
kitchen of a dwelling l^longing to Mr. Kast­ 
man. It tore the kitchen entirely away from 
the main part, and moved the main part of!

drew his revolver and fired and Palmer fell. 
The preacher w aa placed under arrest. 
In British America a man was arrested 
upon a charge of murder. His name is Al­ 
bert Brazier, nicknumed ‘ Brick.” The mur­ 
der wus committed in Ouster county, Mon­ 
tana, July 31, 1867. 
Harry Brown"u cook 
ou a ranch, had bought a bottle of bitters 
and was drinking it himself. 
Brazier wuuted 
it divided among the men, and Brown re- 
( 
ilied that he had paid for it, and would 
lave as much of it as he liked 
A quarrel 
arose. Brown calling Brazier hard names, 
when Brazier drew a revolver and shot ut 
Brown, missing him. 
Brown then pleaded 
for his life, but Braxier fired again, killing 
him instantly. 


The situatio n is quiet at Rich mo o d, Tex as, 
sincejthe terrible riot, in which RheriffGarvey 
and ex-Sheriff Blakeley lost their lives and 
several prom inent citizens were wounded. 
The Light Guard of Houston are a t Rich­ 
mond. 
Gov. Ross arrived accompanied by 
the Brenham Light Guard. It is thought 
the militia will not be needed, a t least for the 
present. As the sheriff has been killed and 
his deputy wounded no arrests have been 
made, nor has any inquest been held to in­ 
vestigate the cause of death, though the 
parties have been buried.

Borne time ago they 
udopted Ella Hardin, whom the neighbors 
claimed thut they treated very cruel, and 
Friday John Leutherman succeeded in geting 
her away and secreting her, and when Crist 
went for her Leatherman opened fire on him 
with a shot gun and drove him awuy. Crist 
went home, and securing his gun, laid in am ­ 
bush for Leatherman. and during his ab­ 
sence Mrs. Crist swullowed the acid. Bhe died 
after suffering terrible agony. There is great 
feeling in tha t vicinity over the affair, und 
Crist, who is a determined man, vows he will 
kill Leatherman on sight. The community 
is about e« ]ual)y divided on the m atter. 


Considerable agitation is developed over 
the receut finding of a 
m an's skeleton in 
Fruitland,Michigan. A coroner’s jury has a 
verdict that the bones belonged to Frank 
Stoner who w.is tarred and feathered in 
North Muskegon, in the winter, four years 
ago, for frightening school girls. Rome farm ­ 
ers recognized the shoes and parts of the 
clothing found on the skeleton as having 
been given Stoner to keep him warm after be 
had escaped the mob. 
Thev say tha t he 
then disappeared and nothing ha« l been 
heard from him since. The coroner mudehia 
return aud the indignant farmers demanded 
an investigation by the prosecuting a ttor­ 
ney, as they are positive about the remains. 
The coroner's verdict « rente* much excite­ 
ment in spite of the fa« t that some lumber­ 
men claim they raw Stoner in their camps 
after he was tarred and feathered. 
Those 
who tarred him are uneasy. 


Fo reign Mentio n. 
Ten thousand striking dock laborers par­ 
aded the streets of London, marching from 
their homes iu the East end under the leader­ 
ship of the socialistic agitators Burns and 
Chumpion. They carried no banners, but 
the bare poles decorated with string* of red 
herrings and crusts of stale brend were far 
more eloquent of the distress and suffering 
they wished the well-to-do of l^ondon to note. 
The dem onstration passed off without th« 
slightest disturbance. 


A very intim ate friend of Gen. Boulanger 
scouts thf inference drawn from the gen­ 
eral’s lavish expenditures that he must have 
been guilty of the embezzlement of public 
funds, of which he was convicted, and as­ 
serts tha t Boulanger less than six months 
secured the loan of 1*100.000 from a firm of 
French bankers in New York city, who had, 
still have, faith iu his ultim ate success.

7. Do not permit m others suspect­ 
ed of having consum ption to nurse 
their offspring. 
8. Household pets

birds* are quite susceptible to tub­ 
erculosis: therefore, do no expose 
them to j>er*oiis afflicted with con­ 
sumption; also, do not keep, but de­ 
stroy ut on« -e. ull household pets sus­ 
pected of having consum ption, oth­ 
erwise they may give it to human be­ 
ings.

Thirty-six years 
old, 
som ewhat

medium heignt, with features comparatively 
regular, a complexion resembling that of 
a 
copper cent—vintage of ’36—w tll developed 
as to legs and badly as to biceps, fleet as a 
doer, a very mediocre shot w ith a rifle, with 
an unquestionable and perrennial taste for 
alcohol, pure ord s^uised, and as thoroughly 
unprincipled as the most polished villain of 
a

dram a. 
Brave 
Bear, 
petty 
chief 
of 
the 
Upper 
Yancktounais 
Sioux, was 
nevertheless 
a rather 
en­ 
joyable fellow as a companion. 
Though 
inordinately fond ot boasting when recount­ 
ing his coups at a tepee dance, and the self- 
coufesstd m urderer of a woman and two 
children at Devils lake in the late sixties, he 
had become convinced, when I knew him, 
that killing w hres was dangerous—that the 
game didn’t pay for the candle, in fact, and 
believing that even an outw ard show of 
friendship with those in authority at the 
agency would redound to his weal, he was 
constantly showing up about the office, offer­ 
ing to pilot me to some good hunting ground, 
to set beaver and otter traps for our joint 
behoof and to plav Mentor to m yT e’^machus 
in various modes consistent with life on the 
frontier. 
True, one evening he got hold of a 
lot of bad whisky, and. being urged thereto 
by the devil, attacked two of us with a saber 
which he had looted dear knows where, and 
kept us locked up in the private office 
o f the 
agency until a coup’e of Indian police ran 
him into the calaboose for such offenders 
m ade and provided. 
When he ba i cooled 
bis brow and his heels iu the log dungeon for 
a couple of weeks he professed, and uo doubt 
felt, deep sorrow fo: his spr e and its accom­ 
panim ent of violence, and upon his reload* 
made so many promises of am endm ent that 
I reinstated him in favor forthwith. 
He 
could taik United .States (not exactly Eng­ 
lish, you know« , but the froutier equivalent) 
very well, indeed, having in his wanderings 
served as a United States arm y scout, and 
being constantly thrown into companionship 
w ith the whites. 
Among other and less venial idiosyncrasies 
Brave Bear possessed a warm, deep and ever- 
} 
>resent love for the gentler sex. 
He had 
our wives when I first knew him, and that 
num oer remained h s max.m um only be­ 
cause ho was tickle and a trifle lazy, and now 
and again one or more ot his dear sjwiuses 
would leave his tepee for that of a bette r 
provider, the latter going through the for­ 
m ula of st* aling her. 
Very philosophical 
was the injured iord when tfiese periodical 
elopem ents occurred, and well be might 
be, since as 
a 
w ife-stealer 
he shone 
pre-eminent, and his knowledge of 
the 
female heart—which seems to preserve the 
same sinuosities w hether it beat beneath a 
breast of bronz «s or snow—made him dreaded 
by duskv lieges as ho v/as admired by their 
ladies. 
One evening this copper-hued Aaron 
Hurr came to the door of my room and sat «-i- 
leutly puffing his vile-smelling Kmnicfeinnick 
for fully half an hour before be unbosomed 
himself. 
At last he heaved a sigh and 
stated that he was very much in love. 
I 
will not attem pt to reproduce his patois, 
having 
no ambition to rival 
table as 
a 
dialect 
arise. 
There 
was 
noth- 
lnar 
especially 
surprising 
in 
the 
statem ent ‘as coming from Brave Bear’ since 
he had thrust a a ay many of the secretive 
and pseudo-stoical manners of his kind, but 
that he was pin ug unsuccessfully did sur­ 
prise me, as I knew his reputation, and he 
had many times and oft recounted his suc­ 
cesses. 
I was half prepared to learn that 
this Sioux Briirt am Young had ca-t iocging 
eyes upon some white woman connected 
with the fort or the agency, and, not half 
trusting his pow ers of repressing his native 
savagery, was relieved when he w ent on to 
say ihat the j’oung* st wife of High 1 -utner, 
a Ce a-sapa (Blackfoot) Sioux, was the iode

sis the lady unkind, Brave Bear? Does 
she refuse to" be stolen from High Feather 
I asked 
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The chief smiled euperior as ho replied in 
effect that the trouble did not he w ith the 
lady, hut with in r lord, who was choleric in 
tem per, a man of brawn end sinew and very 
likely to make personal reprisal* of an un 
pleasant sort were n»* tq discover that his 
favorite w ife had tied to another’s fireside. 
The reader must know that Indian etiquette 
forbade anv voluntary desertion by a wife 
She m ust be stolen and it must ¡necessarily 
be by the man of her choice since she c#hid 
easily make Ruch an outcry as would foil a t­ 
tem pted capture by one distasteful to her. 
In short, these conjugal disruptions were 
generally arranged beforehand by the stealer 
and the steal®« . 
Brave Bear's alleged despondency as to this 
particular case had a purpose, of course, and 
after a while it came o ut 
High 1 • ather, 
doughty warrior though he was, quick to 
gtriite Lpd gpeouy of yengeaiice, was but 
human, and could be appeased, after the 
theft, by the payment of a due consideration 
in the shape of trinkets, food or ammunition. 
Then came my friend's cool proposition, put 
about in this' wise, though with more cir­ 
cumlocution: 
■-you arc my friend, and want to see me 
happy. You are white, and yon m ust there­ 
fore be rich. 
You should help me to get 
together valuables enough to sati-fv H.gh 
Feather, and send him back to his camp con­ 
tented, though he cuino to my tepee thirst­ 
ing for my blqod.” 
Naturally I demurred, and w anted to know 
how on earth I was interested in this em ­ 
phatically 
family 
affair. 
Brave Bear's 
answer took my breath away. 
“My friend,” he said, “this woman is young 
and verv comely. She is ta '1 and strong, and 
fit to m ate with chiefs and soldiers. 
I love 
her very dearly; very dearly. 
But I would 
not love her long. 
Before a new moon had 
come I would he w.iling to lose her, and 
then vou could -!« al her from me and I 
would not ask you for anything scarcely— 
¿ay a couple of blankets a few pounds cf 
tobacco, us many of sugar a ra a*couple of 
Hundred rounds of am m unition.” 
Need'ess to Buy this thoroughly Indian 
proposition was not entertained, but after 
further ttlk I ag.eed with Brave Bear that I 
would give him a couple of blankets (old 
ones I used in camping out), five pounds of 
sugar and 100 rounds of Henry rifle cart­ 
ridges. His pait of the agreem ent was that 
his wives—the new one or the old, that 
didn’t cut anv figure—should dress me a 
buffalo hide which he should paint with 
seer.es rrom bi-r 3ife, and that 1 should be 
allowed to 
witness 
the 
stealing 
from 
n spot pear the tepeo 
To 
tba 
latter 
clause of the compact Brave Bear long 
demurred, saying it was not the thing' at all; 
that an onlooker would be tho rankest kind 
of “trum pery” in a case where the adage 
“two’s company' was sure y true if it ever 
was. But I was firm in my determ ination to 
see the affair. ai> i when I said “No lookee, 
no loo tee,” or words to that effect. Brave 
Bear caved, and ere he departed agreed uot 
only to let me know- the hour ot the capture 
but io conduct me to a busby coign of 
vantage whence I could, unobserved, observe 
the modo of operation and the results ob­ 
tained. 
Our conversation was held in the ear y 
part of the week, and I heard nothing more 
from m vcoadjutor in crime until eight or 
nine days had elapsed.

Our road iav Through a small ravine, 
penetrating the second bench of the Mis­ 
souri river, until it reached the bottom lands 
of the muddy “conduit of a continent” and 
thence through thick brush, of red willow, 
to the bed of one of the innumerable Bear 
creeks that traverse D akuti in all directions. 
I learned that High Feather’s small camp 
was a sort of s« mi-detached affair « he main 
tribe under John Grass being ou the second 
bench, while tho minor chief was in the 
river bottom and among sheltering cotton- 
woods. 
When we reached a curve in the trail, dis­ 
tan t two or three hundred yards from the 
Scene of the intended capture, Brave B* ar 
dismounted and —'he moon being in evidence 
lust then--signs led me lo do the same. 
Then wo took our horses it:to the thick chap­ 
arral, tied them securely and wended our 
wav cautiously on foot 
“I told the woman I would come when the 
moon was there.” said Brave Bear, 
p o i n t i n g

be returned he pushed in front of Litn a 
couple of heavy partk-che pannier* which 
doubtless contained the worldly wealth of 
his new wife and without whnh, as I afierr 
ward learned, st)e refusod to move a step. 
When she got them in her possession she 
showed the true wifely docility—according 
to the Sioux marital cod**—and let her captor 
strap them to her back. 
1 he couple joined 
me behind my tree and we were proceeding 
leBurely along the path to our horses, when 
a blood-curdling yell from within the t pec 
brought us to a momentary s andstiH. 
“Hunta* (which means “git” in English), 
said Brave Bear in an Edwin Forresf-like 
whisper, and we “hunta-ed 
at as great 
speed as the cum brous burdens of the squaw 
wou d allow. The new liege tried to get the 
woman to drop them, but she would nor, 
although the noise we made going through 
the bushes had told High Feather the dirtc- 
tion we were taking, and he fired a couple 
of shots our w'ay at a yen' are, the bullets 
whizzing uucomfortauly close aud convinc­ 
ing me iustanter that I had made a con- 
glom trate ass of rayBejr by being mixed up 
in the un'aw ful business. 
We reached our 
horses ahead of our pursuers, : nd 1 had 
scarcely m ounted, wheu to rnv disgust Brave 
Bear lifted fits prize to a feat behind me, 
and with the rem ark:

The next day Brave 
Jiear came 
to 
c.atm 
the 
blankets 
and 
other 
things

him, 
faying 
h s friends had agreed with High Feathe. as 
to the price of his acquiescence iu the loss cf 
his favorite wife. 
I have reason to believe 
that Brave Bear cheated me aboimnab v, 
and did not give High Feather half w hat I 
alone had contributed, and I know I never 
got the buffalo robe I bargained for, but I 
was glad to Jose ail connection with the wife 
stealing at so moderate a price, so paid up 
and looked chetrfuL 
L*ss than a week after the ftealm g I wit­ 
nessed the denom-ipent, which was not as 
bloodlesa 
aa 
the preceding events 
bad 
proved. 
It was iscue day at ih** agency aad 
Brave Bear had brought his new« wife to 
carry home his share of the grub. I was look­ 
ing at the motley crowd when I saw a 
commotion in its midst and heard two 
shrill voices raised to the highest pitch of 
altercation. Next I saw Brave Bear leap out 
of the crow'd and start for tue river as if the 
residents of sheol w ere at his he**D. 
Right 
he was to run, for, as you wot well, “Hell 
hath no fury like a woman scorned,” be the 
woman red. white o r ;p doted* blue, Jt seen s 
that when tho Bear brongnt his new wife 
home his former favorite was absent visi ing 
her people at Fort Sterensou, and she did not 
learn of her supplanting uutil the is« ue day 
in question when she returned from the 
North.

The latter was nothing l^th, and at 
each other they went like two » mountain 
lionesses, only they made u far bigger row- 
with their mouths. Brave Bear incoutm eury 
fled, and w hen I got within viewing distance 
of the scrimmage the older wife had ju*t 
succeeded, by a vicious sia-h, in cutting < ff 
her supplanter’s thumb. 
Each had been cut 
in one or two places, though not badly, and 
I was about to rush up aud separate the 
com batants when, with a grip like steeJ, 
Billee. the interpreter, detained me, saving: 
“Don’t you mix up there 
You’d better try 
to part a couple of rattlesnakes tnan two In­

LAST OF THE BUFFALO 


Only Two or Three 
Small Herds 
Bison Left in the Great 
Northwest, 


of 


“What shall we do?” *atd 
a young Sioux 
warrior to an American officer on the upper 
Missouri twenty-five years ago. 
“What fihall 
we do? The buffalo is our only friend. 
When he Is gone ail is over with the Da- 
kotahsl* A few small herds now stand as 
the only survivors of the myriads of mighty 
blsons which once covered the northern half 
of the continent 
Tne Indian tribes have 
been driven back by the advance of the 
whire man until further retreat became im ­ 
possible. and they were surrounded by the 
Intruders. Their numbers have dwindled 
aw ay until only a rem nant comparatively is 
left of the many thousands who, with the 
bison, formed tbe original inhabitant* of this 
land. 
The twin dwellers of the prairie have 
in a measure 6hured tbe same relentless fate. 
A restless tide moved over the grassy 
ocean of the West from time immemorial. 
Backward and forward, now north, now 
Bou'h, roiled this mighty wave, as if upon a 
storm-tossed aud tem pest-driven sea Cease­ 
less was the roll, and mighty was the Im­ 
mensity of its size. 
Now flooding tbe dark 
gorges of tbe Rocky monntains, now trailing 
into the valleys of the Rio del Noite, now 
pom ing down tbe wooded slopes of the 
Saskatchewan, surged millions on millions 
of dusky, shaggy fcisons 
The grassy prairie 
meadow s were marked deeply by the myriad 
herds which moved over the broad realm 
which gave them birth. 
The trails which 
they wore deep into tbe hard dark loam re­ 
main to-day almost the sole evidence of the 
existence of these giaut hosts, and resembel 
more the beaten highways o f civilization 
than 
a mere 
aggregation of individual 
hoof m arka 
Nothing stopped them on 
their m arch—across mighty, steep-banked 
rivers, with treacherous quicksand beds, 
and 
by 
circuitous 
detours 
around 
deen 
chat ms 
cut 
into 
the 
earth 
by rushing streams of bygone years, the 
countless hosts swept on by uight and d^y. 
The loud bellowing of their unnum bered 
throats broke the oppressive solitude of tbe 
bouudless plsiu, and tbe earth trembled be­ 
neath their tramp. 
Front the slumbering 
wilderuees where siieuMy flowed the bouth 
Saskatchewan, to the thick-grown meadow* 
of the low er Mi« si*sippi, their domain wa*> 
undisputed, save by tne red man w ho found 
in these shaggy monsters material for food, 
raim ent 
nntl 
shelter. 
Whence 
came 
this countless 
army? 
From tbe Eagle 
Hills 
in 
the 
district 
of 
tbe 
Saskatchewan, a little creek flows by long, 
bending curves, tortuous in its course and 
with slow, reluctant curren t Its loitering 
waters fail with lazy pace intoalilU o lake 
far out upon the prairie. 
Here is a lake 
whose water* never rest, but day and night 
a ceaseless tnurmcr disturb* the quietude of 
tbe place. 
’’See,” the red man says, “it is 
from urtdsr that lake that our buffaloes come. 
You say they are all gone; but looic, they 
come again and again to us. 
We cannot kill 
them all—they are under that lake. Do you 
bear the noise which never ceases? Listen 
then, it is the buffaloes fighting with each 
other far down under tho ground an i striv­ 
ing to get out upon the prairie. 
Where else 
car. they come from?* 
With the advent of the white man, death 
moyed rapidiv among the wlid denuens of 
the prairie. The slaughter was terrific, and 
to-dav, some 3» iO years .*-inoe a Hpanlsh sol­ 
dier first saw a herd of bison* beyond the 
Mississippi’s banks, the giant animal life i« 
well nigh extinct. 
Ihe only wild herd at 
this time In the Uuited States is kept in Yel­ 
lowstone I’ark under the care of the govern­ 
ment. 
A few years since another herd was 
reported iu the v-cinity oi Judith basin, but 
it was presumably an offdioot from the 
herd of small dimensions which maxes if* 
headquarters at Wood mountain on the Can­ 
adian Bide of the boundary. 
Farther aey h. 
In the dens« forest that lies beyond the Hu<- 
katchewan, another h* r*i, but small in .« tze. 
Undoubtedly exists. From countless thou­ 
sands to three small herds is the lecord of 
decline during thirty yearn 
Nor l* this as­ 
tonishing in vtewlof tbe ever-increesirgodds 
that were arrayed arainst them. 
The num ­ 
bers k:l ed by the Indiaus and half-breeds 
formed but a small item in the li» t* 
of slaughter. 
As 
far 
back 
as 
1871 
it was stated tLat 13,OOO blsons annua ly 
fell to the Blackfeet tribes alone 
At that 
time tue forts of the Uudsou * Bay comt any 
were filled with many thousand bag* of i 
( 
» emmican, two buffaloes being represented j 
iy each bag, whue not le«.*» than 30,000 
robes found their way to the Rea river, and , 
a n many more were consumed in the multi ! 
farious wants of ravage life 
I bis w a« in the 
Canadian Northwest. 
Uu thu side of the 
line the slaughter was equa ly as g reat 
It 
1* indeed marvelous that thev held their 


ta'ly wounded the bttflVo would torn upon 
man or horse; but ai.ot in a vital part they 
would stand fiercely eveing their assailant 
until life slowly ebbed aw av.“ As we were trav­ 
eling one day among a herd.” says an early 
Northwestern traveler.“ we shot at a ball sod 
wounded him severely—so much so ihat he 
could neither run after us nor from na.

Fourth'ClasH Postmasters 
creased Their Salaries. 
A ¿ rood many of tho fourth-class 
post in asters 
who 
are being ap­ 
pointed by the postiutister-i^eneral 
are surprised when on taking office 
tha t they must count nil the letters 
they « end away by each mail. 
‘*1 had always supposed,” said one 
of them to n representative of the 
St. Ixiuii* Globe Democrat, “ tha t we 
received our pay accordinjr to tho 
number of stamps sold, hut I find 
that it is not on that basis tha t our 
salaries are computed, hut on the 
basis of theamount of matter mailed; 
so thut liefore every inuil we must 
count the letters to make up our re­ 
port. 
It was not always thus.” 
The change was made for an odd 
reason. 
When the fourth-class post­ 
masters were paid accord ins: to the 
number of stamps sold the officials 
a t Washington were sometimes sur 
prised a t the unprecedented growth 
of an office. Soon the growth became 
general, and it was a matter ot sur­ 
prise with what rapidity the sales c4 
stamps at the small office increased. 
At the same time a terrible falling off 
was noticed in the sale of stumps in 
New York, Philadelphia, and other 
larp» postoffices. It was not long 
Is*fore the cause was discovered 
Most of the fourth-class postmasters 
were country 
storekeepers. 
The 
houses from whom they purchased 
goods authorized agent« to offer it* 
take payments for their goods in 
stamps instead of cash. Of course 
in all cos« « the offer was accepted, 
lor. as the postmaster g ot a percent­ 
age on tho sale of stamp« , this 
amounted practically to a reduction 
in price. 
Large hills of goods were 
purchased by country storekeepers 
who w ere post masters. 
They w ere 
paid tor in stamps, and the stamps 
were reported to Washington as 
among the sales. Salaries jurn[» ed 
up at a marvelous rate, and, in the 
meantime, the New York and Phila­ 
delphia meixhants used th** stauijts 
received from the country and bought 
pone at home. The government lost 
thousands of dollars in salaries bo 
fore the swindle was discovered.

Will Shorten the Line. 
H. C. Davis, of the Northern Pa­ 
cific returned yesterday from an ex­ 
tended trip over that road. 
He says 
he never saw the country looking bet­ 
ter. 
It will be a prosperous year with 
every one. 
The grain has harvested 
well, and every one looks for much 
better times. 
The construction of 
the line from Gallatin to Butte is pro­ 
gressing rapidly. 
The grading is 
completed and the tracklaying well 
underway. 
The length of the line is 
eighty miles. 
It will be ready for 
operation the latter part of next week. 
This line will shorten the Northern 
Pacific’s line to Butte 126 miles, and 
will give it the short mileage between 
St. Paul and that great mining camp. 
Butte is at present reached by way of 
Garrison. 
The distance will be fur­ 
ther reduced when the Little Falls 
cut-off is completed.—Pioneer Press. 


The Pillagers Have Signed. 
As stated in these columns last 
week, the articles sent from Brainerd 
to the St. Paul papers in regard to the 
Indians taking the war-path, and 
having already killed one man, was a 
canard and without foundation, with 
the exception of threats made by a 
so-called brave who was hostile to the 
project. 
The commission at Leech 
Lake has been successful in over­ 
coming the objection of the Pillagers 
and over 140 of the Indians have 
signed. 
The commission has gone to 
Cass lake and from there will go to 
Mille Lacs. 
A Pioneer Press corres­ 
pondent who is accompanying the 
party sends the following interesting 
accouut to his paper: 


Long and tedious councils were 
held during the three days succeed­ 
ing Wednesday of last week, when 
the arrest was made, and all the 
grievances of the Pillagers were given 
a thorough ventilation. 
The first 
point they insist upon is the payment 
of the damages caused by the reser­ 
voirs. 
Much has also been said about 
the cession of a million acres under 
an old treaty for the use of the 
Menominees, for which these Indians 
received about a cent and a half per 
acre, and which land was afterwards 
opened for settlement as the Menomi­ 
nees refused to move ujion the tract. 
They also made a strong appeal for a 
saw mill, and that pines sufficient for 
their needs be left available for their 
use on the reservation. 
The bound­ 
aries of their reservation, past and 
present, were by request read to tli^m 
from the old treaties. 
Many inter­ 
esting speeches have been made by 
the chiefs, one of whom, in declaring 
his intention to sign, remarked that 
he only regretted that the commis­ 
sioners did not bring a big check for 
the Indians. Another chief complain­ 
ed that Ruth Flat Month, whom they 
call the queen, has too much influence; 
that she has not only askud hipi to 
sign the treaty, but even urges him 
to marry her. 
Several chiefs have 
wanted to go to Washington to make 
a treaty, so that it had to be explain­ 
ed. as at White Earth, that there was 
a law forbidding the making of In­ 
dian treaties in that city. 
They have 
been very anxious to obtain assurances 
of the fulfillm ent of the conditions of 
the act of congress, saying they hoped 
the commissioners would not use the 
words “may be” or “if.” 
Several of 
the chiefs have taken occassion to ask 
the commissioners for certificates of 
their chieftainship, exhibiting those 
held by their ancestors, some of 
which were given by Hon. Lewis 
Cass, governor of the Northwest Ter­ 
ritory. 
As effective speech, in which 
he accepted the treaty, was made by 
an Indian so old that he could hardly 
totter to the table in front of the com 
missioners. 
He was old Chief Flat 
Mouth’s right hand brave, and the 
greatest warrior of the Chipj>ewa 
nation when it was driving the Sioux 
from the country extending from the 
lakes to the Red River of the North. 
The Indians have spent in consultat­ 
ion most of the time not occupied by 
the council with the commissioners, 
and it was evident last week that the 
opposition was losing ground slowly 
in spite of letters received by the 
Indians 
from the deputy Lnited 
States 
marshal, 
who 
was 
the 
strongest opponent at White Earth 
of the propositions made by the 
government, in which he urged them 
not to sign. 
It is said that he was 
the representative of persons outside 
the reservations who are interested 
in securing pine 
timber on easy 
terms. 
The Indians have in council 
requested that the little disturbance 
which resulted in the arrest of one of 
the opposition be not regarded by 
the commissioners as sanctioned by 
them as a band, and it is improbable 
that trouble would have arisen but 
for 
the 
interference 
of 
outside 
parties. 
It was learned yesterday 
that a decided break would be made 
today by those in favor of signing, 
and after a few speeches one chief 
after another announced he was ready 
to sign, and the signatures of nearly 
all the chiefs have been taken, besides 
over one hundred others, so that the 
success here of the negotiations is 
now assured. 
It has been for the 
commissioners a long and wearisome 
effort to obtain the consent of the 
Pillagers to the act of congress, es­ 
pecially by reason of the insiduous 
nature of the opposition prompted by 
persons outside the reservation. 
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Work on the Duluth & Winnipeg. 


D u l u t h , Special, Aug

tractor Foley, of the Duluth & Winni­ 
peg, was in Duluth yesterday and 
made 
arrangements with Stone & 
Ordean for supplies for the men at 
work on the line of the road. 
J. P. 
Simms, of the Itasca Lumber com­ 
pany, was here with him and also 
made 
arrangements 
for a 
large 
quantity of supplies, which will be 
shipped to Aitkin and taken up the 
Mississippi 
river from there. 
The 
contract for the line of the Duluth & 
W innipeg has been sublet to fifteen 
different subcontractors, 
who have 
from one to six miles of grading and 
construction. 
Two 
thousand 
men 
will be put at wrork w ithin a week on 
this end of the road and another 1,000 
will go up the Mississippi to Itasca 
and work from there this way. 
It is 
the intention to have trains running 
to the river by Dec. 15, or a few days 
less than three months from this time. 
An important contract, which shows 
that the road means business is that 
the Itasca Lumber company of this 
city made a contract yesterday with 
the Duluth & Winnipeg for the trans­ 
portation of 1,000 men, a large num­ 
ber of horses and 350 tons of supplies 
provisions and loggers’ equipments 
to the head of the Mississippi by Dec. 
1. 
Previous to this all transporation 
has been from Aitkin and Brainerd. 
This is the largest hauling contract 
yet made by roads.

pleted the half circle of Britiah colony 
which now extends in unbroken suo» 
cession between Capetown and Natal, 
thus making us virtual proirfwtoni of tho 
whole *eal>oard and port# between those j 
two points. In th<* *econd place, we ha»« i 
kept out other nation*—the German* 
and the Dutch, for instance—who have I 
for 'unic time cast a longing eye upon | 
thr- fertile plains pf Pondoland 
The Pondus are a rich nation so far ! 
a* cattle is concerned, and their oountn 
allow.' them to grow mealies and corn 
and tobacco in profusion without mud 
trouble and labor. 
Pondoland is verv 
m*mntainous, and at the same time ex­ 
tremely well watered. 
The sea shore 
Ls covered with brush and forest. 
The 
principal trade of the conntrr enters 
Pondoland across the river Umtumvuna 
from Natal, or bv way of Umtata from 
Kin^ William’* Town through Tembti- 
laiid, which lies immediately southeast. 
Tie- export* of Pondoland are princi­ 
pally hides, horn and cattle. 
The trad­ 
er' of the country have been hitherto 
mtlaws and other adventurous persons 
v\ l.o have chosen to reside 
beyond 
liril!>h jurisdiction. 
In many cases 
tbe\ h *ve exercised a wise discretion. 
The l’ondomen lead very lazy lives. 


T h e y scarcely ever do any work. They 
leave to the women the cultivation ol 
the mealie gardens and the hewing of 
wood and drawing of water. 
To the 
bov* they leave the herding of the cattle. 
It is difficult to say what they do but lie, 
and thieve, and cheat, and insufficiently 
formidable numbers (rendering resist­ 
ance imj>os«ible) attack a store, carry 
off the goods of the unhappy store­ 
keeper, and murder him if he protests 
too vehemently at the loss of 
his 
blankets and rum. 
They are an ami­ 
able race altogether. 
£v*df4ana con­ 
tains plants of valuable medicinal prop 
erties, and the number of poisons »n the 
country is very large. 
The Pondo docs 
not scruple to mako use of the latter 
whenever occasion requires an objec­ 
tionable person to be quietly “removed.’’ 
The grass, or veldt, of the country is, 
as a rule, too rich for ahejp, but is ad­ 
mirably suited to cattle and horses, 
which are very numerous. 
There are 
very f w Boers, if any, in the country, 
most o f‘the traders being British ot 
Vriqua half-easts. 
Tribal wars arc fro- 
juent. and the power of the paramount 
chief is but very partially recognise* 1, 
even in his own ueighborhood.

T h « S y s te m o f H o u s e k e e p in g P r « T » U U | 
in t h e S ix te e n th C e n tu ry . 
We have an account, written in 1811, 
of the household of Henry Percy, Earl 
of Northumberland, in his Yorkshire 
castles of Wressel and Leckcnfield. 
number of attendants who lived perma­ 
nently in the house was 166, besides 
those who 
were 
employed outside 
Amongst them were officials of every 
sort, including eleven chaplains, and i 
complete choir to sing the service daily 
The daily occupations of each were 
minutely regulated, and the system of 
accounts was carefully prescribed. The 
various articles of provision for this vast 
household were estimated for the year 
to amount to 2,116 quarters of wheat, 
124 bullocks, 677 sheep, ten tons of 
Gascon wine, and so on in proportion. 
The meat was generally eaten salted, 
and needed 160 gallons of mustard to 
make it palatable. 
Of 
course the 
number of the household does not in­ 
clude guests. 
Every day something 
like three hundred must have been feo 
at the castle. At six o’clock all attended 
service in the chapel, after which they 
breakfasted off beef and ale. 
At ten 
o’clock came dinner, at four supper and 
at nine o'clock all retired to rest. 
The 
household of a great noble gave a train­ 
ing in business habits, in which our 
forefathers were as proficient as men of 
the present day. 
Iu faci, their ordi- 
naiy ocoujiations were so few’ that they 
gave great attention to the regulation 
of the minor matters of daily life. 
The Earl of Northumberland, how­ 
ever, was one amongst a few in the 
greatness of his establish ment and in 
nis magnificence. 
Even he had few 
comforts, as we should reckon} and 
when he moved from one of his castles 
to another, all his furniture was carried 
with him. 
The rough walls were hunt 
with tapestry, which was suspended 
from hooks. 
Food, ‘.hough plentiful, 
was coarse, and furniture was plain. 
There Wiu littly privacy in the grim 
fortresses which the great inhabited. 
Two or three rooms were set apart fot 
the use of the family and their guests: 
the rest were small chambers for hold 
ing stores and providing sleeping room 
ioc the host of 
attendants.—Lemurt 
Uours.

Work on the Duluth & Winnipeg. 


D u l u t h , Special, Aug 
22.—Con­ 
tractor Foley, of the Duluth & Winni­ 
peg. was in Duluth yesterday and 
made arrangements with Stone & 
Ordean for supplies for the men at 
work on the line of the road. J. P. 
Simms, of the Itasca Lumber com­ 
pany, was here with him and also 
made arrangements 
for a 
large 
quantity of supplies, which will be 
shipped to Aitkin and taken up the 
Mississippi 
river from there. 
The 
contract for the line of the Duluth & 
Winnipeg has been sublet to fifteen 
different subcontractors, who have 
from one to six miles of grading and 
construction. 
Two thousand 
men 
will be put at work within a week on 
this end of the road and another 1,000 
will go up the Mississippi to Itasca 
and work from there this way. 
It is 
the intention to have trains running 
to the river by Dec. 15, or a few days 
less than three months from this time. 
An important contract, which shows 
that the road means business is that 
the Itasca Lumber company of this 
city made a contract yesterday with 
tile Duluth & Winnipeg for the trans­ 
portation of 1,000 men, a large num­ 
ber o! horses and 350 tons of supplies 
provisions and loggers’ equipments 
to the head of the Mississippi by Dec. 
I. 
Previous to this all transporation 
has been from Aitkin and Brainerd. 
This is the largest hauling contract 
yet made by roads.

The Pillagers Have Signed. 
As stated in these columns last 
week, Hie articles sent from Brainerd 
to the S t Paul papers iii regard to the 
Indians taking the war-path, and 
having already killed one man, was a 
canard and without foundation, with 
the exception of threats made by a 
so-called brave who was hostile to the 
project The commission at Leech 
Lake has been successful in over­ 
coming the objection of the Pillagers 
and over 140 of the Indians have 
signed. The commission has gone to 
Cass lake and from there will go to 
Mille Lacs. A Pioneer Press corres­ 
pondent who is accompanying the 
party sends the following interesting 
account to his paper: 
Long and tedious councils were 
held during the three days succeed­ 
ing Wednesday of last week, when 
the arrest was made, and all the 
grievances of the Pillagers were given 
u thorough ventilation. 
The first 
point they insist upon is the payment 
of the damages caused by the reser­ 
voirs. 
Much has also been said about 
the cession of a million acres under 
an old treaty for the use of the 
Menominee^ for which these Indians 
received about a cent and a half per 
acre, and which land was afterwards 
opened for settlement as the Menomi- 
nees refused to move iq>on the tract. 
They also made a strong appeal for a 
saw mill, and that pines sufficient for 
their needs be left available for their 
use on the reservation. The bound­ 
aries of their reservation, past and 
present, were by request read to thrill 
from the old treaties. Many inter­ 
esting speeches have been made by 
the chiefs, one of whom, in declaring 
his intention to sign, remarked that 
he only regretted that the commis­ 
sioners did not bring a big check for 
the Indians. Another chief complain­ 
ed that Ruth Flat Mouth, whom they 
call the queen, has too much influence; 
that she has not only asked bim to 
sign the treaty, but even urges him 
to marry her. Several chiefs have 
wanted to go to Washington to make 
a treaty, so that it had to be explain­ 
ed. as at White Earth, that there was 
a law forbidding the making of In­ 
dian treaties in that city. They have 
been very anxious to obtain assurances 
of the fullfillment of the conditions of 
the act of congress, saying they hoped 
the commissioners would not use the 
words “may be” or “if.” 
Several of 
the chiefs have taken occassion to ask 
the commissioners for certificates of 
their chieftainship, exhibiting those 
held by their ancestors, some of 
which were given by Hon. Lewis 
Cass, governor of the Northwest Ter­ 
ritory. Ad effective speech, in which 
he accepted the treaty, was made by 
an Indian so old that he coaid hardly 
totter to the table in front of the com­ 
missioners. 
He was old Chief Flat 
Mouth's right hand brave, and the 
greatest warrior of the Chippewa 
nation when it was driving the Sioux 
from the country extending from the 
lakes to the Red River of The North. 
The Indians have spent in consultat­ 
ion most of the time not occupied by 
the council with the commissioners, 
and it was evident last week that the 
opposition was losing ground slowly 
in spite of letters received by the 
Indians 
from the deputy baited 
States 
marshal, 
who 
was 
the 
strongest opponent at White Earth 
of the propositions made by the 
government, in which he urged them 
not to sign. It is said that he was 
the representative of persons outside 
the reservations who are interested 
in securing pine timber on easy 
terms. 
The Indians have in council 
requested that the little disturbance 
which resulted in the arrest of one of 
the opposition be not regarded by 
the commissioners as sanctioned by 
them as a band, and it is improbable 
that trouble would have arisen but 
for 
the 
interference 
of outside 
parties. 
It was learned yesterday 
that a decided break would be made 
today by those in favor of signing, 
and after a few speeches one chief 
after another announced he was ready 
to sign, and the signatures of nearly 
all the chiefs have been taken, besides 
over one hundred others, so that the 
success here of the negotiations is 
now assured. 
It has been for the 
commissioners a long and wearisome 
effort to obtain the consent of the 
Pillagers to the act of congress, es­ 
pecially by reason of the insiduous 
nature of the opposition prompted by 
persons outside the reservation. 


Scraps ot News. 


A professional beggar, who travels 
with his family in a wagon, has been 
making life a burden for Winona 
people the past week. 
Rev. Father Marcil, the excom­ 
municated priest of Red Lake Falls, 
has issued a twenty-page pamphlet 
explaining his position. 
The Moorhead papers complain 
that laboring men are scarce there 
and that as high as #2.75 per day is 
paid. 
Fanners are paying almost as 
much. 
Indians are doing a good business 
at Red Wing by selling lotus lilies. 
It is said that the only place in Ameri­ 
can where they grow is at the head of 
Lake Pepin. 
There are said to be over a hundred 
women in this country who are worth 
more than a million of dollars, and 
they are nearly all widows or old 
maids. 
Judge Kerr, of the district court, 
of St. Paul, who was accidentally 
shot Wednesday while chicken shoot­ 
ing near Red Lake Falls, happily was 
not seriously hurt. 
E. C. Long was 
in the act of raising his gun to bring 
down a chicken when the gun was ac­ 
cidentally discharged. 
A telegram from Seattle says that 
for some time the Northern Pacific 
company has been seeking rebates on 
taxes levied on its lands in this 
county. 
The board of commissioners 
yesterday refused a demand for $250,- 
000 rebates and allowed $5,000. If 
the example of the county commis- 
1 sioners of King county is followed by 
other counties through which the 
railroad runs, it will entail a loss to 
i the Northern Pacific of upward of 
I $500,000.

P O N D O L A N D . 


reculiariti** of aa Afrieaa Stat# and IU 
In h ab itan ts. 
I am one of the very few white peo­ 
ple that have ever visited Pondoland. I 
have lately returned from that country, 
and possibly some of my experiences 
may be found interesting. 
Pondoland 
a fertile district northeast of the 
Transkei, and lying due south of Natal. 
It is now under the protectorate of Cape 
Colony. 
The reasons for this new pro­ 
tectorate are obvious. 
In the firs! 
place, by establishing it, we have com­ 
pleted the half circle of British colon) 
which now extends in unbroken euo« 
cession between Capetown mad Natal, 
thus making us virtual protectors of tho 
whole seatfoard and porta between those 
two point*. In the second place, we base 
kept out other nations—the Germans 
and the Dutch, for instance—who have 
for some time cast a longing eye upon 
the fertile plains pf Pondoland 
The Rondos are a rich nation so far 
as cuttle is concerned, and their oountr) 
allow - them to grow mealies and corn 
and tobacco in profusion without mud 
trouble and labor. 
Pondoland is v in 
m ountainous, and at the same time e.\- 
tremelv well watered. 
The sea shore 
i* covered w ith brush and forest. 
The 
principal trade of the country enters 
Pondoland across the river Bmtomvuna 
from Natal, or bv way of Umtata from 
King William’s Town through Tembti- 
land. which lies immediately southeast. 
Tile « 
of Pondoland are princi­ 
pally hides, horn and cattle. 
The trad­ 
er- of the country have been hitherto 
Billa iv - and other adventurous persons 
who have chosen to reside 
beyond 
Briibli jurisdiction. 
In many cases 
th» \ h ive exercised a wise discretion. 
The Pondomen lead very lazy lives, 
rimy scarcely ever do any work. They 
l e a v e to the women the cultivation of 
the mealie gardens and the hewing of 
wood and drawing of water, 
To the 
boys they leave tho herding of the cattle. 
It is difficult to say what they do but lie, 
and thieve, and cheat, and insufficiently 
formidable numbers (rendering resist­ 
ance imj>os*ible) attack a store, carry 
off the goods of the unhappy store­ 
keeper. and murder him if he protests 
too vehemently at the loss of his 
blankets and rum. They are an ami­ 
able race altogether. 
£^»;Jpiand con­ 
tains plants of valuable medicinal prop 
cities, and the number of poisons in the 
country is very large. 
The I'ondo docs 
not M-rtiple to make use of the latter 
whenever occasion requires an objec­ 
tionable person to be quietly “removed.’’ 
The grass, or veldt, of the country is, 
as a nile, too rich for aheap, but is ad­ 
mirably suited to cattle and horses, 
which are very numerous. 
There are 
very f vv Boers, if any, in the country, 
most of'the traders being British ut 
Unqua half-casts. 
Tribal wars arc fro- 
’jueni. and the power of the paramount 
chief is but very partially recognise*b 
even in his own neighborhood. 
Justice 
Is consequently perfectly out of tho 
question, there being no one to admin 
ter it. and no one to execute it,—CV 
London Globe.

A B A R O N IA L H O U S E H O L D . 


Th* V fittst af H ousekeeping P i* r sllU | 
la the Sixteenth Century. 
We have an account, written in 1811, 
of the household of Henry Percy, Earl 
of Northumberland, in his Yorkshire 
castles of Wressel and Leckenfield. Th* 
number of attendants who lived perma­ 
nently in the house was 166, besides 
those who were employed outside 
Amongst them were officials of every 
sort, including eleven chaplains, and a 
complete choir to sing the service daily. 
The daily occupations of each were 
minutely regulated, and the system of 
accounts was carefully prescribed. The 
various articles of provi*ion for this vast 
household were estimated for the year 
to amount to 2,116 quarters of wheat, 
124 bullocks, 677 sheep, ten tons of 
Gascon wine, and so on in proportion. 
The meat was generally eaten salted, 
and needed 160 gallons of mustard to 
make it palatable, 
Of 
course the 
number of the household does not in­ 
clude guests. 
Every day something 
like three hundred must have been fed 
at the castle. At six o’clock all attended 
service in the chapel, after which they 
breakfasted oft’ beef and ale. 
At ten 
o’clock came dinner, at four supper and 
at nine o'clock all retired to rest. 
The 
household of a great noble gave a train­ 
ing in business habits, in which our 
forefathers were as proficient as men of 
the present day. 
Iu fact, their ordi­ 
n al/ occupations were so few that they 
gave great attention to the regulation 
of the minor matters of daily life. 
The Earl of Northumberland, how­ 
ever, was one amongst a few in the 
greatness of his establishment and in 
His magnificence. 
Even he had few 
comforts, as we should reckon} and 
when he moved from one of his castles 
to another, all his furniture was carried 
with him. 
The rough walls were hunt 
with tapestry, which was suspended 
from hooks. 
Food, ‘.hough plentiful, 
was coarse, and furniture was plain. 
There wa* little privacy in the grim 
fortresses which the great inhabited. 
Two or three rooms were set apart foi 
the use of the family and their guests: 
the rest were small chambers for hold 
ing stores aud providing sleeping roo ne 
for the host of attendants.—Leis ars 
Uours.

Joyce could swim und knew how to sail u 
bo at, but the wind was high and squally, 
and there is little d o u b t as to th e cause of 
the accident. 
Joyce leaves a wife and tw o 
children. 


T runk Sorenson was fatally injured a t 
Nanticoke, seven miles from W ilkesbarre Pa., 
by a tra p which he h ad a rran g e d to kill 
thieves. Some one had been stealing pigeons 
liom the barn. 
Being unable to detect the 
thieves he loaded a revolver S atu rd u y . sus­ 
pended it from a beam w ith the muzzle to ­ 
w ards th e d o o r und a tta ch e d a line so th a t 
the opening of th e d o o r would < an te the re­ 
volver 
to explode. 
He wus him self the 
first to try the trap , and the bullet entered 
bis body ju st below the h eart. 
Sorenson 
w as th irty years old and m arried. 
He is 
still alive, b u t with no possible chance for 
recovery. 


A gravel tra in on the N orthw estern road, 
while

backed 
in to a gravel 
pit in 
O w atonna, Minn., was cu t loose from the 
engine. 
H aving b ut one breakm an on, who 
was n o t able to sto p it, its m om entum c ar­ 
ried it beyond the end of the track , ucross a 
highw ay a b o u t n hundred feet, strik in g the 
kitchen of a dwelling belonging to Mr. E a s t­ 
m an. 
It to re the kitchen entirely aw ay from 
the m ain p a rt, and m oved the m ain p u rt of! 
th e foundation. No one was in the house ex­ 
cept three children, sleeping up sta irs in the 
m ain p a rt, who cam e hurriedly down the 
sta irs opening in to the kitchen, and the first 
one opening the d o o r fell into the cellar, 
breaking a leg.

w ent hom e, and securing his gun, laid in a m ­ 
bush for L eatherm an, and during his ab­ 
sence Mrs. Crist swallowed the ariiL She died 
after suffering terrible agony. There is g reat 
feeling in th a t vicinity over th e affair, und 
Crist, who is a determ ined m an, vow s he will 
kill L eatherm an on sight. 
The com m unity 
is a b o u t equally divided ou the m atter. 


Considerable a g ita tio n is developed over 
the receut finding of a 
m an ’s skeleton in 
Fruitiand,M ichigan. 
A coroner’s jury h as a 
verdict th a t the bones lielonged 
to F rank 
Stoner who w.is tarre d and feathered in 
N orth M uskegon, in the w inter, four years 
ago, for frightening school girls. Some farm ­ 
ers m*ognized the shoes und p a rts of the 
clothing found on the skeleton as having 
been given S toner to keep him warm after be 
had escaped the mob. 
They say th a t lie 
then disappeared and no th in g 
had been 
heard from him since. 
The coroner m udehis 
re tu rn and the indignant farm ers dem anded 
an in vestigation by the prosecuting a tto r ­ 
ney, as they are positive ab o u t the rem ains. 
The coroner's verdict c reates 
much excite­ 
m ent in spite of the fa rt th a t som e lum ber­ 
men claim they saw S toner in th eir cam ps 
after he was tarred and feathered. 
Those 
who tarre d him are uneasy. 


Foreign Mention. 


Ten th o u san d strik in g doc k luborers p a r­ 
aded the streets of London, m arching from 
th eir hom es in the E ast end under th e leader­ 
ship of the socialistic a g ita to rs Burns and 
Cham pion. 
They carried no banners, b u t 
the bare poles decorated with strin g s of red 
herrings and cru sts of stale brend were far 
m ore eloquent of t he distress and suffering 
they wished the well-to-do of London to note. 
The d em o n stratio n passed off w ithout th e 
slightest disturbance. 


A v ery in tim ate friend of Gen. Boulanger 
scouts the inference draw n front th e gen­ 
e ra l’s lavish exjienditures th a t he m ust have 
been g u ilty of the embezzlem ent of public 
funds, of which he was convicted, unci a s­ 
serts th a t B oulanger less th a n six m onths 
secured the loan of t 'l 00.000 from a firm of 
French bankers in New York city, who had, 
still have, fuith in his u ltim u te success. Ac­ 
cording to this sta te m en t B o u lan g ers pres­ 
ent indebtedness to these confiding New 
Y orkers is over $1,000,600. 


The B ritish governm ent is in receipt of an 
official com m unication from the s ta te de­ 
p artm en t a t W ashington, inviting the co­ 
o peration of E ngland In tak iu g m easures to 
prevent the spread of infectious diseases 
The sam e com m unication, it is understood, 
h as been sent to the o th er E uropean powers,

John L. Sullivan Beta t Year in Jail. 


A t Purvis, Miss., Jo h n L. Sullivan was con 
victed on F rid a y Aug. 10. of v io latin g the 
law in fighting K ilrain, and next day he was 
b ro u g h t up for sentence. 
After som e pre­ 
lim inary business there wus a s t ir in the 
audience when the silence was broken by Sulli­ 
van himself. 
The chum pion turned up be­ 
fore the bar, and, speaking in a loud, clear 
and stead y voice, said: 
‘ Y our honor. I desire to m ake a few re­ 
m arks. 
I can only ask for y o u r clemency in 
th is m atter. 
No d o u b t I have done som e­ 
th in g w rong, but, as my counsel told you, 
I was ig u o ran t of tbe law. 
1 am n o t as o ra ­ 
torical as the distinguished d istrict a tto rn ey 
on my rig h t, or m y counsel, who have a d ­ 
dressed you, and therefore 1 beg to rem ark 
th a t I am yourhurnble serv an t, Jo h n L. Sul­ 
livan.” 
Sullivan s a t down and looked a t th ec o u rt, 
aw aitin g his doom . 
Ju d g e Terrel aite r a 
moment, o r tw o asked for the petition pre­ 
sented by Gen. Ford. 
It was an appeal for 
m ercv, und the fact th a t th e c o u rt asked for 
it was construed as a good omen. 
After a 
few m inutes' inspection, he folded th e paper 
carefully, laid it on the table, and shaded his 
eyes with his hand, and his brow wrinkled 
as if m ed itatin g deeply. 
He broke the si­ 
lence by saying, in bis quite way: 


HTANU I I* HI I.I.l V A N. 
Sullivan sto o d up quickly. 
He threw o u t 
his chest, looked the c o u rt full in the face, 
and had evidently determ ined upon perfect 
self-control. 
Ju d g e Terrel spoke slowly. 
Gentlem en, passing sentence lias alw ays 
beeu ol considerable trouble and concern to 
me, even 111 sm all cases where the law has 
one absolute punishm ent. It seems to m e 
th a t this prize ti>rht a t Rich burg, o 'w h ich 
you sta n d convicted, wus a gross affront to 
the law s of the s ta te where th e a u th o rities 
personally forbade it. 
It seems to havebeen 
accom plished 
with agreem ent and in the 
presence of invited thousands. 
I t seems on 
the p a rt of all connected in it to have been 
a studied disregard und co n tem p t for tho 
law. They cam e from and th ro u g h m any 
sta te s, whose a u th o rity and civilization de­ 
terred them from any a tte m p t a t such public 
law less conduct wit hin their lim its und they 
choose the S ta te of M ississippi as the only 
fit ground for such com bat, indicating their 
u tte r contem pt 
for th e sentim ents of her 
people und the f iws of her sta tu te s. 
Ju d g e Terrel, whose eyes had lieen a v erted 
as ii m ed itatin g as lie spoke, now looked up 
and m et S u lliv a n s gaze. C ontinued 
the 
judge; 
The sentence of the law is th a t, its u pun­ 
ishm ent for the offense for which you sta n d 
convicted you shall suffer im prisonm ent for 
twelve m onths in the county jail. 
Sullivan gloom ily took his neut. 
None of 
his friends spoke to him then. 
It was best 
to leave him to his 
own reflections. 
He 
m aintained bis stolid look for a m om ent, 
but when u tte n tio n was draw n from him his 
m outh p u t on the sam e app>-urunce as when 
he m et K ilrain in the ring, with little of so r­ 
row tem pering the ferocity. 
The feeling 
passed irom him in a n o th e r m om ent, and 
when he got under the raibnir to leuve the 
co u rt room he faced the sym pathizing crowd 
with a broad smile. 


SCl-l.lVAX OCT ON HAIL. 
Cincinnati, Aug. 18.—Jo h n L. Sullivan a r­ 
rived to-night nearly an h o u r late on the 
tra in due ut 6:40 p. nr. on the queen A t res- 
cent route. 
He wus m et by Jo h n Sullivan 
of th is city, aud as soon as the tw o left the 
tra in they becam e th e head of a rnpiuly 
spreading and t-n<ir< ling procession ot train 
men and o th ers who 
hud g o t w ithin the 
tra in enclosure. 
O utside th is enclosure the 
space was packed und it was with g reat dif- 
gculty th a t the pugili»ti<- hero a u d io s escort

He did n o t re­ 
tu rn to N otre Dame, but w ent from Bour- 
bounuis G rove to Dixon, where he rem ained 
until th e elopem ent.

His shoes were filled with 
holes, his dress was slovenly und his m an ­ 
ners were very offensive.

all this my wife fell desperately in love with 
the fellow. 
He seemed to have charm ed her. 
He even put her up to rob me a t night, n o t 
only of m oney th a t was in my clothes, b u t 
of sh irts, hauderchiefs und 
stoejkings.

aw ay 
with Billy A rlington, the m instrel, and m ar­ 
ried him in Cincinnati, alth o u g h she was t hen 
the wife of Mr M cDonald. 
She wus u t th is 
time; an invalid, and it wus th o u g h t she was 
near her grave. 
When she returned to Chica­ 
go she said n o thing a b o u t her escapade, init 
com plained a b o u t 
her lungs. 
M cDonald 
sent her to Denver fo r the m ouutaiu air. The 
next thing he knew she was in C alifornia 
with A rlington. 
M cDonald lost no tim e in 
g ettin g to the slope aud reclaim ing his wife, 
whom he b ro u g h t back to Chicago. 
It was 
learned th a t F a th e r M oysant led Mrs Mc­ 
D onald to the a lta r of N otre Dame church 
ju st before they left tow n, and there he per­ 
form ed the m arriag e cerem ony by slipping a 
plain gold ring on one of her finger* and 
pronouncing her his wife 
It is believed th a t 
tb e priest and his victim have gone to E n­ 
gland. 
Before she left tow n Mrs M cDonald 
paw ned $2,000 w orth of diam o n d s lor #400.

Tlic Contagion of Ton sumption. 
The New York H ealth Departm ent 
ia distributing u report on consump­ 
tion us a contagious disease which 
deserves a wide reading. The follow­ 
ing are therules to be obaerved for 
the prevention of the spread of this 
dread disease: 
Pulm onary tuberculosis (consump­ 
tion) is directly com m unicated from 
one person to another. 
The germ 
of the disease exists in the expector­ 
ation of persons afflicted with it. 
The following extract from the re­ 
p o rt of the pathologists 
of the 
health 
departm ent 
explains 
the 
menus by which the disease m ay be 
transm itted, 
Tulierculosis js com­ 
monly prodtned in the lungs (which 
are the organs m ost frequently nf* 
fectedl by breathing air in which liv­ 
ing germs are suspended as dust. 
The m aterial which is coughed up 
sometimes in large quantities, by 
persons suffering Irom consum ption, 
contains these germs often in enor­ 
mous numi»ers. 
This m aterial, when expectorated, 
frequently lodges in places w here it 
dries, us on the street, floors, car- 
p^ts, handkerchiefs, etc, Alter dry-r 
ing in one way or another, it is very 
ap t to become pulverized and float 
in the air as dust. By observing the 
fol low ing ru les the da nger of catch i ng 
the disease will be reduced to a 
minimum: 
1. D onut permit persons expected 
to have consum ption to spit on the 
floor or on the clqths unless the la t­ 
ter Is? immediately 
burned 
The 
spittle of persons suspected to have 
consum ption should be caught in 
earthen or glass dishes containing 
the following 
solution: Corrosive 
sublim ate one parts, w ater 1,000 
parts. 
2. Do not sleep in a room occupied 
by a jterson suspected of having con­ 
sum ption. The liviug-rooms of a 
consum ptive patient should have as 
little furniture as practicable. H ang­ 
ings should be esjieuittlly avoided. 
The use of carpets, rugs, etc,, ought 
always to be avoided.

sum ption; also, do not keep, but de­ 
stroy a t once, all household pets sus­

As the sheriff has been killed and 
is deputy wounded no arrests have been 
made. nor has any inquest been held to in­ 
vestigate the cause of death, though the 
parties have been buried. It is thought that 
all will be left to the grand jury for settle­ 
ment. 


Mrs. Brenton Crist suicided by taking a 
large dose of carbolic acid. TheCrists live on 
a farm about seven miles east of Lima, Ohio, 
and are wealthy. 
Some time ago they 
adopted Ella Hardin, whom the neighbors 
claimed that they treated very cruel, and 
Friduy John Leatherman succeeded in geting 
her away and secreting her, aud when Crist 
went for ber Leatherman opened fire on him 
with a shot guu ond drove him awuy. Crist 
went home, and securing his gun, laid iu am ­ 
bush for Leatherman, and during bis ab­ 
sence Mrs. Crist swallowed the aria. She dis*! 
after suffering terrible agony. There is great 
feeling in that vicinity over the affair, and 
Crist, who is a determined man, vows he will 
kill Leatherman on sight. 
The community 
is about equally divided on the matter. 


Considerable agitation is developed over 
the reeeut finding of a 
man's skeleton in 
Fruitland,Michigan. 
A coroner’s jury has a 
verdict that the bones belonged to Frank 
Stoner who w.is tarred and feathered in 
North Muskegon, in the winter, four years 
ago, for frightening school iritis. Some farm­ 
ers recognized the shoes and parts of the 
clothing found on the skeleton ae having 
been given Stoner to keep him warm after be 
had escaped the mob. 
They say that he 
then disappeared and nothing had been 
heard from him since. 
The coroner made his 
return and the indignant farmers demanded 
an investigation by the prosecuting attor­ 
ney, as they are positive about the remains. 
The coroner s verdict creates much excite­ 
ment in spite of the fact that some lumber­ 
men claim they caw Stoner in their camps 
after he was tarred and feathered. 
Those 
who tarred him are unruly. 


Foreign Mention. 


Ten thousand striking dock laborers par­ 
aded the streets of London, marching from 
their homes in the East end under the leader­ 
ship of the socialistic agitators Burns and 
Champion. 
They carried no banners, but 
the Lure poles decorated with strings of red 
herring# and crusts of stale bread were far 
more eloquent of the distress and suffering 
they wished the well-to-do of London to note. 
The dem onstration passed off without the 
slightest disturbance.

At Parvis, Miss., John L. Sullivan was con 
rioted on Friday Aug. 16. of violating the 
law in fighting Kilrain, and next day he wa# 
brought up for sentence. 
After some pre­ 
liminary business there was a stir in the 
audience when t he silence wa# broken by Sulli­ 
van himself. The champion turned up be­ 
fore the bar, and, speaking in a loud, clear 
and steady voice, said: 
‘ Your honor. I desire to make a few re­ 
mark*. 
I can only ask for your clemency in 
this matter. 
No doubt I have done som e­ 
thing wrong, but, as my counsel told you, 
I was ignorant of tile* law. 
I am not as ora­ 
torical as the distinguished district attorney 
on my right, or my counsel, who have ad­ 
dressed you, and therefore I beg to remark 
thut I am yourbumbie servant, John L. Sul­ 
livan.'' 
Sullivan sat down and looked at the coart, 
awaiting his doom. Judge Terrel a ter a 
moment or two asked for the petition pre­ 
sented by Gen. Ford. 
It was an uppeal for 
mercy, und the fact that the court asked for 
it was construed as a good omen. 
After a 
few minutes’ inspection, he folded the paper 
carefully, laid it on t he table, and shaded hi# 
eyes with his bund, nnd his brow wrinkled 
as if m editating de**ply. 
He broke the si­ 
lence by saying, in his quite way: 


STAM! C P HI l.UVAX. 
Sullivan stood up quickly. 
He threw out 
his cheet, looked the court full in the face, 
and had evidently determined upon perfect 
self-control. Judge Terrel spoke slowly. 
Gentlemen, (Hissing sentence ha# always 
been o! considerable trouble and concern to 
me, eveu iu small cases where the law ha# 
one absolute punishment. It seems to m e 
that lins prize fight ut Richburg, o'which 
you stand convicted, was a gross affront to 
the laws of the state where the authorities 
personally forbade it. 
It seems to have been 
accomplished 
with agreement, and in the 
presence of Invited thousands. 
It seems on 
the part of all connected in it to have been 
a studied disregard und contempt for tho 
law. They came from and through many 
states, whose authority and civilization de­ 
terred them from any attem pt at such public 
law less conduct within their limit# and tin y 
choose the State o f Mississippi as tho only 
tit ground for such com bat, indicating their 
utter contempt 
for the sentiment# of her 
people and the taws of her sta tu te . 
Judge Terrel, w hose eyes had lieen averted 
as it m editating us lie spoke, now looked up 
and met Sullivan's gaze. Continued the 
judge: 
The sentence of the law is that, a# u pun­ 
ishment for the offense for which you stand 
convicted you shall suffer imprisonment for 
twelve months in the county jail. 
Sullivan gloom ily took hi* scut. 
None of 
his friends spoke to him tiny. 
It was liest 
to leave him to his 
own reflections. 
He 
maintained hi* stolid look for a moment, 
but when attention was drawn from him his 
mouth put on the same appearance as when 
he met Kilrain in the ring, with little of sor­ 
row tempering the ferocity. 
The feeling 
passed from him in another moment, and 
when begot under the railing to leave the 
i ourt room he faced the sym pathizing crowd 
with a broad smile.

Indian Horsemanship* 
A correspondent of tho Omaha 
Herald, having visited an Arapahoe 
camp, gives the following account of 
an Indian drill, ordered for his amuse­ 
ment. 
Fifty 
fine-looking young 
men, 
mounted upon ponies, drew up be­ 
fore the tents. At a signal from the 
chief, they ltegan their evolutions 
with a loud yell. 
In a moment they disappeared over 
a neighboring hill. Then there sud­ 
denly rose a mighty trampling of 
horse*#' feet, and they swept past 
again, so compact that I only saw a 
ball made of horses and men. 
Splitting in two, one body swept 
to the right and another to the left, 
and again they disappeared. 
Pres­ 
ently they charged each other in 
solid lines, aud while the spectator 
waited breathlessly for the shock of 
collision, the files skilfully opened to 
the right and left, and the lines pass­ 
ed though the intervals 
without 
touching. 
Now came the moment for displa}'- 
ing individual horsemanship. Some 
of the riders approached, (each lying 
so close to his pony’s back that noth­ 
ing but the horse could lie seen. Oth­ 
ers stood erect upon their animals’ 
backs. 8ome hung to the horse by 
one foot and one hand, so that their 
bodies were completely protected by 
ibbose.of the ponies. 
These young warriors threw objects 
upou the gound, and frisked them up 
at full gallop, and drew boy's and 
shot arrows from beneath the horses' 
necks. Some of the men exchanged 
horses while riding. 
Again, a mail would fall from his 
horse, as if wounded, and two others 
Riding ap Inside him, would take him 
by an ann a Mg, aging (pip b ed een 
their horse, nnd carry him off.

Iowa’g lee Cave. 
A party wan made up here today 
to visit Iowa’s iamous ice cave. It 
ia but half a mile irom this town- 
produces unlimited ice in summer. 
TJip party left the Winnesheik house 
this afternoon and walked half a mite 
along the Iowa river. The bluffs at 
this point are about 400 feet high. 
Therein asteep climb of 200 feet, 
and a rock, ha ving the appearance of 
gypsum, juts out for fifty feet. The 
entrance to tile cave is a fissure ten 
feet wide and twenty feet high. A 
strong current pf cold air was issuing 
from tile cave. Candles were lighted 
and preparatipns were made to en- 
ter, 
Thirty feet inside the cave the path 
turns to the left and downward to­ 
ward tho river, The slope is gradual 
the walls and root being within hand a 
reach most of the time. One hundred 
feet from the moutii the roof and 
walls were found coated with ice, 
which increased in thickness as the 
party penetrated. 
There was no 
dripping or mud, and pieces of ice 
two feet long were scaled off the roof. 
Owing to the fitful light and danger 
of exploration, the party did not go 
in more than 200 feet. Tbs path 
continued to in cline toward the river, 
and the temperature was freezing.—

Tile Contusion of Consumption, 
The New York Ifc-ulth Department 
te distributing a report on consump­ 
tion as a contagious disease which 
deserves a wide reading. The follow­ 
ing are the rules to be observed for 
the prevention of the spread of this 
dread disease: 
Pulmonary tuberculosis (consump­ 
tion) is directly communicated from 
one person to another. The germ 
of the disease exists in the expector­ 
ation of persons afflicted with it. 
The following extract from the re­ 
port of the pathologists of the 
health 
department 
explains the 
means by which the disease may be 
transmitted, TulzercuJosis is com­ 
monly produced in the lungs (which 
are the organs most frequently ah 
fectedi by breathing air in w hich liv­ 
ing germs are suspended as dust. 
The material which is coughed up 
sometimes in large quantities, by 
persons suffering from consumption, 
contains these germs often in enor­ 
mous nu rn tiers. 
This material, when expectorated, 
frequently lodges in places where it 
dries, as on the street, floors, car­ 
pets, hand kerchiefs, etc, After dry­ 
ing in one way or another, it is very 
apt to become pulverized and float 
in the air as dust, By observing the 
following rules thedanger of catching 
the disease will be reduced to a 
minimum: 
1. Do not permit persons expect^! 
to have consumption to spit on the 
floor or on the cloths unless the lat­ 
ter l*e immediately 
burned. The 
spittle of persons su*jK* ted to have 
consumption should be caught in 
earthen or glass dishes containing 
the following solution: Corrosive 
sublimate one parts, water 1,000 
parts. 
2. Do not sleep in a room occupied 
by a jrerson suspected of having con­ 
sumption. The living-rooms of a 
consumptive patient should have as 
little furniture as practicable. Hang­ 
ings should be especially avoided. 
The use of ca rp ets, rugs, etc,, ought 
always to be avoided. 
3. Do not fail to wash thoroughly 
the eating utensils of a persou Bus­ 
heled of havingthe consumption as 
soon alter (.ating as possible, using 
boiling water for the purpose. 
4. Do not mingle the unwashed 
Nothing of consumptive patients 
with similar clothing of other per­ 
sons. 
5. Do not fail to catch the bowel 
discharges p f consumptive patients 
w ith dinrrha a in a vessel containing 
corrosive sublimate one part, frater 
1000 parte, 
G. Do not fail to consult the fam­ 
ily physician regarding the social re­ 
lations of persons suffering from sus­ 
pected consumption. 
7. Do not permit mothers suspect­ 
ed of having consumption to nurse 
their offspring, 
8. Household pets 
(animals or 
birds) are quite susceptible to tub­ 
erculosis; therefore, do no expose 
them to jiersons afflicted with con­ 
sumption; also, do not keep, but de­ 
stroy iit once, all household pets sus­ 
p ected of having consumption, oth­ 
erwise they may give it to human be­ 
ings. 
9. Do not 
fail to 
thoroughly 
cleanse the floors, walls and ceilings 
of the living and sleeping-rooms ol 
persons suffering from consumption 
ai least once in two weeks.

commerce or the cost of exchange is pro­ 
hibited and declared unlawful and against 
public policy, and that all franchises hereto­ 
fore granted or extended or that may here­ 
after be granted or extended in the stale 
shall, when the owners violate this ar dele, 
be null and void. 
The article on education 
was adopted with very few amendments. 
The article on public lands was adopted 
after amending so that the ie&ring of lands 
shall be under (he control of the board or 
university and school lands. 
The article on 
county and township 
organization was 
adopted after amending bo 
that 
it 
is 
virtually a copy of the Illinois system. 
Also 
a section was added defining the county of­ 
fices to be filled. 
All of this afternoon wa# 
occupied in the consideration of the article 
on revenue and taxation to be estate inked 
by the legislature, precipitating a heated de­ 
bate. 
This wa# done in the interest of the 
gross earnings system and was defeated bv 
a vote of 36 to 35.

Thirty-six years

copper cent—vintage of ’3G—well developed 
as to legs and badly as to biceps, fleet as a 
deer, a very mediocre shot w ith a rifle, w ith 
an unquestionable and peirennial taste for 
alcohol, pure or disguised, and as thoroughly 
unprincipled as the m ost polished villain of 
a

dram a. 
Brave 
Bear, 
petty 
chief 
of 
the 
Upper 
Yancktounais 
Sioux, was 
nevertheless 
a rather 
en­ 
joyable feUow as a companion. 
Though 
inordinately fond ot boasting when recount­ 
ing his coups at a tepee dance, and the self- 
confessed m urderer of a woman and two 
children a t Devils lake in the laie sixties, he 
hud become convinced, when I knew him, 
th at killing white* was dangerous—th at the 
gam e didn’t pay for the candle, in fact, and 
believing th a t even an outw ard show of 
friendship w ith those in authority at the 
agency would redound to his weal, he was 
constantly showing up about the office, offer­ 
ing to pilot me to some good hunting ground, 
to set beaver and otter traps for our joint 
behoof and to plav Mentor to my Te’em achus 
In various inodes consistent with life ou the 
frontier. 
True, one evening he got hold of a 
lot of bad whisky, and. being urged thereto 
by the devil, attacked tw o of us w ith a saber 
which he had looted dear knows where, and 
kept us locked up in the priv.de office of the 
agency until a coup’e of Indian police ran 
him into the calaboose for such offenders 
m ade and provided. 
When he h a i cooled 
bis brow and his heels in the log dungeon for 
a couple of weeks he professed, and no doubt 
felt, deep sorrow for his spr o and its accom ­ 
panim ent of violence, and upon his relea -v* 
m ade so many promises of am endm ent that 
I reinstated bun in favor forthwith. 
He 
could talk United .States (not exactly E ng­ 
lish, you know, but the froutier equivalent) 
very well, indeed, having in his wander iugs 
served as a United States arm y scout, and 
being constantly d ir own into companionship 
w ith the whites. 
Among other and less venial idiosyncrasies 
Brave Bear possessed a warm, deep and ever­ 
present love ior the g tn tlcr sex. 
Ho had 
Jour wives when I first Knew him, and th at 
uum ucr rem ained h s m axim um only be­ 
cause bo was fickle and a trifie lazv, and now 
and again one or more ot his dear spouses 
would leave his tepee for th at of n better 
provider, the latter going through the for­ 
m ula of stealing her. 
Very philosophical 
was the injured iord w hen these periodical 
elopem ents occurred, and well he m ight 
be, since as 
a 
w ife-stealer 
he shone 
pre-em inent, and his knowledge of 
the 
fem ale heart—which seems to preserve the 
same sinuosities w hether it beat beneath a 
breast of bronze or snow —made him dreaded 
by duskv lieges as he v/as adm ired by their 
ladies. 
One evening thri copper-bued Aaron 
Burr cam e to the door of my room and satsi- 
leutly puffing his vile-smelling hm niekinniek 
for fully half an hour before he unbosom ed 
himself. 
At last he heaved a sigh and 
stated th a t he was very much in love. 
I 
will not attem pt to reproduce his patois, 
having 
no ambition to rival 
Cable ;*s

artist. 
There 
was 
n o th ­ 
ing 
especially 
surprising 
in 
the 
statem ent ‘as coming from Brave Bear’ since 
be had thrust aw ay m any of the secretive 
and pseudo-stoical m anners of his kind, bqt 
th at he was pinm g unsuccessfully did sur­ 
prise me, as 1 knew his reputation, and he 
had many times and oft recounted his suc­ 
cesses. 
I was half prepared to learn that 
this Sioux Brigham Young had ca-t lodging 
eyes upon some white woman connected 
w ith the fort or the agency, aud, not half 
trustiug hts powers of repressing his native 
savagery, was relievttl when he w ent on to 
say that the youngest wife of High 1 utaer, 
a Ce-a-Rapa (Blackfoot) Bioux, was the lode 
Star which attracted his inaniy metal. 
His the ladv unkind, Brave Bear? Does 
abc refuse to be stolen from High Feather?- 
[ asked. 
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A cigar served to whlie away a ha! 
an hour for me, for of converse there was 
noue betw een us, and soon after I had fin­ 
ished the chief said: 
“Now me ready. Creep close behind and 
you see me steal.” 
I followed instructions, and In a few mo­ 
menta saw the conical outlines of High 
Feather’s tepee, a silhouette against the 
lighter background of the lightening sky. 
Bidding me take position behind a conven­ 
ient tree, the wife-robber advanced cau­ 
tiously to the tepee. 
He had not gone five 
yards, however, before the pack of dogs, 
without- which an Indian cam p would be un­ 
recognizable, set up a m ost ear-piercing din, 
and I thought the gam e was up.

uvorite wife had tied to another’s fireside. 
The rc-ader m ust know th at Indian etiquette 
forbade any voluntary desertion, bv a wife. 
8he m ust be stolen and it m ust necessarily 
be by the m an of her choice since she c#Dld 
easily make such an outcry as would foil a t­ 
tem pted capture by one distasteful to her. 
In short, these conjugal disruptions were 
generally arranged beforehand by the stealer 
and the Btealee, 
Brave Bear's alleged despondency as to this 
particular case had a purpose, of course, and 
after a while it came out. 
High Feather, 
doughty warrior though he was, quick to 
^trilte and greedy of vengeance, was but 
hum an, and could be appeased, after the 
theft, by the paym ent of a due consideration 
In the shape of trinkets, food or ammunition. 
Then came my friend’s cool proposition, put 
about in this wise, though with more cir­ 
cum locution: 
‘‘Vou are my friend, aud w ant to see me 
happy.

then you could steal her from me and I 
would not ask you for anything scarcely—- 
i_ay a couple of blankets, a few pounds cf 
tobacco, us m any of sugar a r a a couple Of 
hundred rounds of am m unition.” 
Need ess to say this thoroughly Indian 
proposition was not entertained, but after 
further talk I og;eed w ith Biave Bear th at I 
would give him a couple* of blankets (old 
ones I used in cam ping out), five pounds of 
sugar and 100 rounds of Henry rifle cart­ 
ridges. 
His p art of the agreem ent was that 
his wives—the new cne or the old, thai 
didn’t cut any figure—should dress ine a 
buffalo hide which he should paint with 
scenes from his life, and th at 1 should be 
allowed to 
witness 
the 
stealing 
from 
a spot pear the tepee. 
To 
the 
latter 
clause of the com pact Brave Bear long 
dem urred, saving it w as not the thing at all; 
that an onlooker w ould be the rankest kind 
of “trum pery” in a case where the adage 
“tw o’s com pany” was sure v true if it tv er 
was. But I was firm iu my determ ination to 
Bee the affair, and when I said “No lookee, 
no lootee,” or words to th a t effect, Bravo 
Bear caved, aud ere he departed agreed not 
only to let me know the hour of the capture 
b u t to conduct m e to a bushy coign of 
vantage w hence I could, unobserved, observe 
the inods of operation and the results ob­ 
tain ed 
Our conversation was held in the ear y 
p art of the week, and I heard nothing more 
from my coadjutor m crime until eight cr 
nine duys had elapsed.

When she got them in her possession she 
showed the true wifely docility—accord ng 
to the Sioux m arital code—and let her captor 
strap them to her back. 
Ih e couple joined 
me behind my tree and we were proceeding 
leisurely along the path to our horses, when 
a blood-curdling yell from witbin the t pec 
brought us to a m om entary s'andsillh 
“Hunfca” (which m eans “git” in English), 
raid Brave Bear in an Edwin Forrest-like 
whisper, and we “hunta-ed" at as great 
speed as the cum brous burdens of the squaw 
would altow. 
The new liege tried to get (he 
woman to drop them, but she would not, 
although the noise we made going through 
the bushes had told High Feather the direc­ 
tion we were taking, and he fired a couple 
of shots our w'ay at a yen’ure, the bullets 
whizzing uncom fortably close aud convinc­ 
ing me iustanter that I bad made a con- 
glorm rate ass of raysejf by being mixed up 
in the unlaw ful business. 
We reached our 
horses ahead of opr pursuers, end I had 
scarcely m ounted, when to rov disgust Brave 
Bear lifted his prize to a seat behind me, 
and with the rem ark:

Next 1 saw' Brave Bear leap out 
of the crowd and start for tue river as if the 
residents of sheol were at his heels.

It seen s 
tflfit when ii.® Bear brougnt his new wife 
home his form er favorite was absent visi ing 
her people at Fort Stevenson, and she did not 
learn of her supplanting uutil the issue day 
in question when she returned froru the 
North.

The latter was nothing Jpth, aud at 
each other they went i(ke two mountain 
lionesses, only they made u far bigger row 
with tbeir mouths. Brave Bear incoutineutly 
fled, and when 1 got within viewing distance 
of the scrimmage the older wife had ju<-t 
succeeded, bv a vicious slash, in cutting < ff 
her supplanter’s thumb. 
Each had been cut 
in one or two places, though not badly, and 
I was about to rush up aud separate the 
com batants when, with u grip like steeJ, 
Billee. the interpreter, detained me, saying:

LAST OF THE BUFFALO 


Only Two or Three Small Herds of 
Bison Left iu the Great 
Northwest, 


“What shall we do?” said a young Sioux 
warrior to an American officer on the upper 
Missouri tw enty-live years ago. 
“What shall 
we do? The buffalo is our ODly friend. 
When he is gone all is over w ith the Da- 
kotahs!” A few small herds now stand as 
the only survivors of the m yriads of mighty 
bisons which once covered the northern half 
of the continent. 
The Indian tribes have 
been driven back by the advance of the 
white man until further retreat became im ­ 
possible, and they were surrounded by the 
Intruders. Their num bers have dwindled 
away until only a rem nant com paratively is 
left of the many thousands who, w ith the 
bison, formed the original inhabitants of this 
land. 
The twin dwellers of the prairie have 
in a measure shared the same relentless fate. 
A restless tide moved over the grassy 
ocean of the West from tim e immemorial. 
Backward und forward, now north, now 
sourh, roiled this m ighty wave, as If upon a 
storm-tossed aud tem pest-driven sea. Cease­ 
less was the roll, and mighty was the Im­ 
mensity of its size. 
Now flooding the dark 
gorges of the Rocky mountains, now trailing 
into the valleys of the Rio del Noite, now 
pouring down the wooded slopes of the 
Saskatchewan, surged millions on millions 
of dusky, shaggy fcisons 
The grassy prairie 
meadows were m arked deeply by the myriad 
herds which moved over the broad realm 
which gave thern birtb. 
The trails whicn 
they wore deep into the hard dark loam re­ 
main to-day alm ost the sole evidence of the 
existence of these giant hosts, and resembel 
more the beaien highways of civilization 
than 
a mere 
aggregation of individual 
hoof marks. 
Notbing stopped them on 
their m arch—across mighty, steep-banked 
rivers, with treacherous quicksand beds, 
aud 
by 
circuitous 
detours 
around 
deep 
chasms 
cut 
into 
the 
earth 
by rushing stream s of bygone years, the 
countless hosts sw ept on by nigbt and d*y. 
The loud bellowing of their unnum bered 
throats broke the oppressive solitude of the 
boundless plain, and the earth trembled be­ 
neath their tram n. 
From the slumbering 
w ilderness where siienMy flowed the houth 
Saskatchewan to the thick-grown meadows 
of the lower Mississippi, their domain was 
undisputed, save by the red man who found 
in these shaggy monsters material for food, 
raim ent 
aud 
shelter. 
Whence 
came 
tfais countless 
arraj? 
From the Eagle 
Hills 
in 
the 
district 
of 
the 
Saskatchewan, a little creek flows by long, 
bending curves, tortuous iu its course and 
w ith slow, reluctant cu rren t 
It* loitering 
w aters fail with lazy pace into a little lake 
far out upon the prairie. 
Here is a lake 
whose water* never rest, but day j*nd night 
a ceaseless m urm er disturbs the quietude of 
the place. 
? Bee ^ the red man says, “it is 
from under th at lake that our buffaloes come. 
You say the} are all gone; but look, tbev 
come again and again to us. 
We cannot kill 
them all—they are under th at lake. Do you 
hear the noise which never ceases? 
Listen 
then, it is the buffaloes fighting with each 
other far down under the ground and striv­ 
ing to get out upon the prairie 
Where else 
can they come troiii?" 
With the advent of the w'hite man, death 
proved rapid.lv among the wild denizens of 
the prairie. The slaughter was terrific, uud 
ta-dav, some BOO years since a Hpanlsh sol­ 
dier first saw a herd of bisons beyond the 
Mississippi's banks, the giant animal life is 
well nigh extinct. 
The only wild herd at 
this lime in the United Htates is kept in Yel­ 
lowstone Park under the care of the govern­ 
m en t 
A few years since another herd was 
reported in the vicinity of Judith basin, but 
It was presumably an offshoot from the 
herd of email dimensions which makes Rs 
headquarters at Wood m ountain op the Can­ 
adian side ot the boundary. 
Farther north, 
in the dense forest th at lies beyond the Ka«- 
k&tcbewan, another h» rd, but small in size, 
undoubtedly exists. From countless thou­ 
sand* to three small herds is the lecord of 
decline during thirty yearn 
Nor i* this as­ 
tonishing in viewjof the ever-increasing odds 
that were arrayed against them. 
The num ­ 
ber* kil ed by the Indians aud half-breeds 
formed but a sm all item in the list* 
of slaughter. 
As 
far 
back 
as 
1871 
it was stated tLat 12,000 bisons annua ly 
fell to the Blackfeet tribes alone 
At that 
tim e tue forts of the H udsons Bay company 
were filled with many thousand bag* of 
{ 
>emmican, two buffaloes being represented 
*y each bag, whiie not less than 30,000 
robes found their way to the Red river, and 
many more were consumed in the ntulii-. 
farious wants of ravage life 
This » -«•> in the 
Canadian Northwest. 
Cm this side of the 
line the slaughter wa» eqoa'ly as g reat 
It 
id indeed marvelous that thev held their

the North; the selection of the captains of 
the h«nt; the ivdyaace pf the cavalcade 
tow ard the Wood m ountain, aud thep the 
giad pursuit at eprlydaw n of the herds of 
bisons fouud quietly feeding am id the tall, 
rank prairie grass; the rapid discha ge of 
firearms, while caveuses rush forward wifb 
frantic speed; the falling of the wounded 
and dying beasts, and then the removal 
of the hides and the trium phant return of 
the fur-trophied band 
One of the captains 
of these hunts In later years w'as Gabriel 
Dumont, and in the ranks Louis Riel was 
found. The lat'er’s description of the scenp 
is worth reproducing a t 
thiQ titoe! 
*Tfie 
hunting of tfie buffalo,** he said, “was done 
c*r« horsebafck. 
It was a tine spectacle to see 
hundred* of racers rearing, neighing, danc­ 
ing, pawin<r the ground with their ambitious 
feet, tuvying a t the bridle, asking to go by 
look, shake of the head and ail m aim er of 
gestures; and these cavalieis of the first 
order silting 
with a-surance, as if they 
were in their chairs, on their little saddles of 
soft 
leather in 
the 
middle 
of 
the 
beacftvork 
flowers 
which 
ornam ented 
them , with the elegant hand es of tfieir 
uiany-tongned whips at their wrist*, their 
carabino iu one hand and the reins iu the 
other, keeping back their fiery horses and 
saving them un ii they should get within 
range of the buffalo. 
The captains presided 
over the runuing, and saw that no cue 
started before the s.gnal of the captain in 
charge. 
As foo u a- the wo*.d was given, the 
cavalcade dashed forward. 
A whirlwind of 
dust, obedient to the command, started at 
the sam e t me. 
The buffalo, fleeing over 
the prairie, devoured space, but was soon 
come up to by the swift coursers. 
The 
boisemen en’ercd pell-mell in;o the band of 
wild cattle, and vied in picking out the big­ 
gest anim als; each one fired, all fired, trying 
not to hit each oth«-r, taking care of the 
horses and the men. 
1 h;.ye seen the*eiuns. 
I h a /e taken p art iu them. They are terri­ 
ble. 
The skill of the hunters, their extrem e 
attention, and, pbove nil. Providence glone 
pou d prevent the accidents at the risk of 
which these chases took place. From afar 
they presented the gsand ppectacle of a dis­ 
charge of firearms in a cloud.” 
One of the most notew orthv circnmstances 
connected with these runs was the rapidity 
w ith which these hunters loaded their guns 
aud fired them while going at a gallop. 
They were very expert, carrying two or thieo 
bullets in their mouths, which they spat into 
the muzzles of tho:r guns, after dropping In 
a little powder, and instead of ranuniDg it 
down with a rod, merely hit the but end of 
the gun on the pommel of their saddles, and 
in this w ar fired a great m any shots in quick 
succession. 
It is needless to say that this 
was i.trendcd with danger; sometimes a bail 
would stick half way down the barrel and 
burBi the gun, carrying away a nnger, and 
occasionally a band. 
The Indians, however, 
used the bow and arrow more frequently in 
the chase, preferring to keep their powder 
and shot for warfare. 
They were very ex­ 
pert w ith the bow-, which was short and 
strong, and could eusily send an arrow quite 
through a buffalo a t twenty yards’ d sumce. 
No more fierce or formidable anim al roamed 
the wilds of any country than the buffalo 
bull during the rutting season. Neither the 
Polar bear nor the Bengal ligar coaid surpass 
that animal in ferocity. When not max- 
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able to stir, vet we kep t at a respectful dis­ 
tance from him ; for such is the agility of 
body aud quickness of eye, aud ho hideous 
are the looks of a buffalo, that we dared not 
for some tim e approach him. 
At last one 
more bold than the rest went up and pushe 1 
the beast over—he was dead!” But the days 
of those thrilling border experiences ha ve 
gone, never to return. 
With th at mysterious 
dread of the white m aa which pervades ani­ 
mal life in genera! a* a congenital instinct, 
the bison* have been diiven away from 
their form er haunts, wh:lo wholesale and 
ruthless slaughter has decimated iheir ranks. 
And so W ith all the anunul species of the 
gieat Northwest, which but a few years rgo 
was still rich in variety if not in quantity. 
It is now but a question of t:me to see their 
comuletc and irremediable extinction. 
In a 
very short tim e they will have shared the to­ 
tal annihilation which overtook the other 
m onster m am m alia whoso huge skeletons 
are sometimes fouud deep iu the bowel* of 
the earth, buried amid the deposit* of the 
glacial period.

How 
Fourth‘Class Post masters la- 
creased Tfieir Salaries. 
A grood m any of the fourth-class 
postm asters 
who 
are being ap ­ 
pointed by the postm aster-general 
are surprised when on taking office 
th a t they m ust count .nil the letters 
they send aw ay by each mail. 
“ I had always supposed,” said one 
o f them to a representative of the 
St. Louis Globe Democrat, “th a t we 
received our pay according to the 
num ber of stam ps sold, bu t I find 
th a t it is not on th a t basis th a t our 
salaries are computed, but on the 
basis of the am ount of m atter mailed; 
so th a t before every inuil we m ust 
count the letters to make up our re­ 
port. 
It was not always th u s.” 
The change was m ade fur an odd 
reason. 
When the fourth-class post­ 
m asters were paid according to the 
num ber of stam ps sold the officials 
a t W ashington were sometimes sur 
prised a t the unprecedented grow th 
of an office. Soon the grow th became 
general, und it was a m atter of sur­ 
prise with what rapidity the sales of 
stam ps a t the small office increased. 
At the same time a terrible falling off 
was noticed in the sale of stam ps in 
NfiW York, Philadelphia, and other 
large post offices. It was not long 
iieiore the cause was discovered. 
Most of the fourth-class postm asters 
were country 
storekeejs^rs. 
The 
houses from w hom they purchased 
goods authorized agents to offer to 
take paym ents for their goods in 
stam ps instead of cosh. Of course 
in all cases the offer was accepted, 
for. as the postm aster got a percent­ 
age on the sale of stam ps, this 
am ounted practically to a reduction 
in price. 
Largo bills of goods were 
purchased by country storckinqiers 
who were postm asters. 
They were 
paid tor in stam ps, and the stam ps 
were reported to W ashington as 
am ong the sales. Salaries jum ped 
up a t >i m arvelous rate, and, in the 
meantime, the New York and Phila­ 
delphia m erchants used the stam ps 
received from theeountry and bought 
pone a t home. The governm ent lost 
thousands of dollars in salaries bt> 
fore the sw indle w as discovered.

The Way to Keep CooL 
“ Doctor, giye utj a suggestion as 
fO the best way to stand this hot 
w eather.” 
“ \Yell,” replied a prom inent physi­ 
cian, “there are a few simple things 
to remember. 
I ll tell ypu haw* I da 
it. In the first place, I get plenty* of 
sleep. 
I do this by’ eating a light 
supper, w ithout 
coffee, and with 
very little fluid of any kind, and but 
a m outhful of beefsteak. 
My* d a y ’s 
work ends with the day, and after 
sunset I just sit around w ithout my 
co at and vest. A bout nine o ’clock 
lslip quietly into my bath-room and 
soak myself ten or fifteen m inutes in 
a bath tub full of cold water. 
W ith­ 
out drying myself I draw on my 
sleeping garm ents and go to bed. 
My tem perature is reduced and my 
pulse has slowed up. This condition 
rs preserved 
by the evaporation 
which goes on for half an hour or 
more, during which I go to sleep. 
T ry it. 
Now. for the day time. I eat 
a m oderate breakfast, with but lit­ 
tle hot coffee or ten. I avoid the 
butter and every thing else very 
greasy. 
I eat my fill of bread, toast, 
tom atoes, cold milk, etc., with a 
small piece of lean, rare steak. I do 
not smoke or drink anything alco­ 
holic. 
I occasionally take a glass 
of some aerated water, like vichy or 
seltzer. 
I wear light clothes and but 
few of them , arid I am riot asham ed 
to carry an umbrella. The result is 
th a t I suffer as little from the heat 
as is possible 
during this sultry 
w eather.”—Louisville Post.

He also said th at the ani­ 
mals had swollen jaws. 
The question as to the use of im­ 
proved stock cars is not th a t of a 
difference bet ween the different p a t­ 
ented ears, but the shipper dem ands 
a system by which his stock can Is: 
put on the m arket In a salable con­ 
dition, and the quickest and liest ac­ 
com m odations accomplishes th a t ole 
jeet. 
If the railroads build ears of 
their own better th an the patent 
cars the shipping public willusethem 
in preference to tie others. But one 
thing is certain, and th a t is th a t live 
stock shippers whu huvy long hauls 
have found by experience th a t much 
is saved in the improved car and in 
the future dem and them for their 
stock.—Texas LLe Stock Journal.

Ivory black stirred in ordinary 
shellac varnish makes a brilliant 
varnish for iron stoves and fire-places. 
Drain pipes and all places th a t are 
sour and impure m ay ba cleaned 
with lime-water or carbolic acid. 
Beat halt a teaspoon of powdered 
alum to a curd with tlie white ol an 
egg, for inflamed eyelids; it is very 
soothing and efficatious. 


Boiling water, poured 
directly 
from the kettle upon fruit stains in 
white goods, is recommended to re­ 
move them. 


Poach an egg in a muffin-ring plac­ 
ed a t the bottom of a saucepan of 
boiling water, and s<*e how “nice” it 
looks. 


Bread should always he mixed as 
soft as it can he handled. It will rise 
sooner and higher, l>e lighter and 
m ore digestible, and keep fresh long­ 
er. 


A tonic for the hair is composed of 
% ounce of glycerine, six ounces o 
cologne, 20 drops tincture of capsi­ 
cum, 1% dram tincture of Spanish 
flies. 


F'or the face oatm eal made into a 
paste with two p arts of glycerine 
and one of w ater m ay be applied at 
night under a m ask, as a complexion 
im prover. 


To clean and whiten hairbrushes 
wash in tepid water, in which is dis­ 
solved a tcaspoonful of borax or a 
few drops of am m onia; rinse in clear 
cold w ater, and stand on the bristles, 
or hang in the sun to dry. 


Lime und alkali stains m ay be re­ 
moved from white goods by simply 
washing. 
In the 
case of colored 
goods and silks the goods should be 
moistened and citric acid, much di­ 
luted, upplied with the finger. 
Table linen and bedding need look­ 
ing to often. 
Pinning sheets and 
tablecloths on 
the line always in 
the surue place, and leaving them to 
whip in the wind and storm will ruin 
them very soon. 


To mend broken china, tnk< a very 
thick solution of gum arabic, Rtir in 
to it burned or baked plnster-of-paris 
until of a proper consistency. Ap­ 
ply this with a brush to the broken 
edges, and ttick them together; let 
dry before using. 


Stains of vegetable colors, fruit, 
red wine and red ink m ay be re­ 
moved from white goods by sulphur 
fumes of chlorine water. On colored 
cottons 
and woolens, wash with 
hikewarm soap 
lye or am m onia. 
Yilk the same, hut more cautiously. 
Ai.wavs Hot Rolls—Takens m any 
of the cold rolls as required, dip them 
hastily in cold water, put them be­ 
tween two pans and set them in the 
hot stove oven. 
In a few minutes 
th e y l**come hot and soft and about 
equal to freshly baked bread. I)eli- 
catepersons can also partake freely 
of thern. 


A California subscriber writes: “ 1 
have several times had Mason por­ 
celain top jars set wo hard that 1 
could not unscrew them, and on»o 
broke the top off one. 
Now if t*hey 
come hard 1 turn them bottom up. 
putting the top in hot w ater for 
naif a minute, 
when they sta rt 
easily. 


To trea t sprains give the affected 
p art rest and apply warm ferm enta­ 
tions. 
If inflam m ation haw set in 
put on leeches and cooling applica­ 
tions. which may* be removed a t in­ 
tervals if necessary.

Mr. John L. Davis, in the Journal 
of Pharm acy, asserts (having fully 
tested it inliisown case,) th a t a prep­ 
aration of one o u n c e of sulphur and

of 
water, repeatedly 
agitated during intervals of a f**w 
hours, and the head saturated every 
m orning with the clear liquid, will in 
n lew weeks, remove every trace of 
dandruff from the scalp, and the 
hair will become soft and glossy. 
Ice Cream.—Ice cream is often the 
best food to tak«> in certain fevered 
condition**, and a simple method lor 
making it w hen only a pint is wanted 
ii the old-fashioned one of placing a 
tin bucket inside a larger one of eith­ 
er tin or wood and packing thesalted 
iee between them. The modern im­ 
provement applied to this way is to 
use an egg-beater to stir the cream. 
When it is thoroughly beaten it will 
freeze with a fine giain, and very 
quickly, the qunnity of cream being 
s q sm a ll. 
Sofa Pillow Covers.—Take a piece 
of brown linen a little larger than the 
cushion and turn a hem two inches 
deep. Stitch it around three times. 
Mark the hem o u t in blocks and cut 
o ut every other one. 
B utton hole 
around each one th a t i:- left, using 
brown linen thread. Sew laee under 
the blocks, m aking it slightly full. 
Above the three rows of stitchingcut 
elashes in g ro u p s of two, un inch 
ap art: make the slashes long enough 
to allow* ribbon an inch an a quarter 
wide to run through, The center 
m ay be ornam ented with etching or 
left plain. 
A serviceable liquid glue, always 
ready for use, is m ade by soaking 
thin, transparent flukes of the best 
duality of glue in alcohol. The glue 
should be broken into fine pieces, 
adding just enough of the spirits to 
cover it.

ForttmM elllng 
b y Short-Hand. 


BY PROF. ELDON, MORAN, ST. LOUIS, MO. 


Many persons can write short-hand 
w ithout knowing it. You can your­ 
self! Of course you do no t believe it. 
You say you have never studied. 
B ut if you have not studied some 
system , how do you know th a t the 
crooked m arks which you can dash 
off a t random , are n o t short-hand 
characters? In real tru th they are, 
and can be read. The elements com­ 
posing the stenographic system now 
in common use, are taken from the 
circle with its radii, arcs, chords and 
the angles formed by them , together 
with a num ber of hooks, loops, etc. 
Hence, alm ost any character or com­ 
bination of m arks which the un­ 
guided pen is liable to produce, is 
nearly certain to 
represent some 
short-hand word, or collection of 
words, and sometimes a whole sen­ 
tence. The tru th of this statem ent 
lias l>een verified in num erous in­ 
stances, by triuls conducted by dif­ 
ferent stenographers. 
These experiments are often quite 
am using. A very easy character to 
make—one likely to be produced by 
any one—is a simple straig h t m ark 
w ritten heavy. 
When placed ver­ 
tically it means ‘do;’ above the line, 
“dollar;” leaning to the left, “ob­ 
ject;” 
to jtn e right, “ad vantage,” 
through riHe line, ‘large,’ or “ had;” 
according to the slant. 
W ritten 
horizontally, it reads, ‘go;’ above 
the line, ‘give.’ One person m ay 
strike this character in such a way 
as to produce ‘do,’ which would seem 
to indicate th a t he is a m an who 
will DO som ething. The next person 
will write ‘object,’ showing th a t he 
has an o b j e c t in life. Another will 
write ‘dollar,’ which signifies w hat 
his mind is centered on. 
A nother 
will have the ‘ad v an tag e’in business; 
while some one else w ill be disposed 
to ‘give’ freely. So m any persons in­ 
deed write ju st w hat they do, wish to 
be, have or become, th a t the theory 
has been put forward th a t the writ­ 
er's pen in this instance is guided by 
the hand of fate. A banker wrote ‘in­ 
terest;’ a m erchant wrote ‘trad e.’ A 
young m an wrote the nam e of his 
lady lriend. A politician tried to 
write 
‘Congress,’ 
but g o t down 
‘deputy clerk’ instead. A detective 
wrote ‘trail.’ A society lady wrote 
‘nice l>eau.’ Another struck off three 
characters: ‘Rich, fellow, m iserable.’ 
The fortune-teller was puzzled at 
first, but by consulting the oracles, 
found th a t the mystic symbols m eant 
th a t she wanted a ‘rich fellow,’ and 
w ould be ‘m iserable’ if she didn’t get 
him.

horizontally, it reads, ‘go;’ above 
tile line, ‘give.’ One person m ay 
strike this character in such a way 
as to produce ‘do,’which would seem 
to indicate th a t he is a man who 
will d o something. The next person 
will write ‘object,’ showing th a t he 
has an o b j e c t in life. Another will 
write ‘dollar,’ which signifies what 
his mind is centered on. 
Another 
will have the ‘advantage’in business; 
while some one else w ill be disposed 
to ‘give’ freely. So m any persons in­ 
deed write ju st what t hey do, wish to 
be, have or become, th a t the theory 
has been put forward th a t the writ­ 
er’s pen in this instance is guided by 
the hand of fate. A banker wrote in­ 
terest;’ a merchant wrote ‘trade.’ A 
young man wrote the name of his 
lady friend. A politician tried to 
write 
‘Congress,’ 
but got down 
‘deputy clerk’ instead. A detective 
w rote ‘trail.’ A society lady wrote 
‘nice l>eau.’ Another struck off three 
characters: ‘Rich, fellow, miserable.’ 
The fortune-teller was puzzled at 
first, but by consulting the oracles, 
found th a t the mystic symbols meant 
th a t she wanted a ‘rich fellow,’ and 
w ould be ‘miserable’ if she didn’t get 
him. This is perhaps the m ost rea­ 
sonable scheme for telling fortunes 
th at has been proposed in modern 
times.

we do! The buffalo is ou r only friend. 
When he is gone all is over w ith the Da- 
kotabs!” 
A few sm all herds now stand as 
the only survivors of the m yriads of m ighty 
bisons which once covered the northern half 
of th e continent. 
The Indian tribes have 
been driven back by the advance of the 
w hite m an until fa rth e r re tre a t became im ­ 
possible, and they were surrounded by the 
intruders. 
Their num bers have dw indled 
aw ay until only a rem n an t com paratively is 
left of the m any thousands w ho, w ith the 
bison, form ed th e original inhabitants of this 
land. 
The tw in dw ellers of the prairie have 
in a m easure shared the sam e relentless fate. 
A restless tide m oved over the grassy 
ocean of the W est from tim e im m emorial.

How 
Fourth-Class Post masters In­ 
creased Their Salaries. 
A good many of the fourth-class 
postm asters 
who 
fire being ap. 
pointed by the postm aster-general 
are surprised when on taking office 
th a t they m ust count all the letters 
they send away by each mail. 
“ I had always supposed,” said one 
of them to a representative of the 
St. Louis (Robe Democrat, “th a t we 
received our pay according to tho 
number of stum ps sold, but I find 
th a t it is not on th a t basis th a t our 
salaries are computed, hut on the 
basis of the am ount of m atter mailed; 
so th a t before every mail we m ust 
count the letters to make up our re­ 
port. 
It was not always thus.” 
The change was made for an odd 
reason. 
When the fourth-class post­ 
m asters were paid according to the 
number of stam ps sold the officials 
lit W ashington were sometimes hut 
prised at the unprecedented growth 
of an office. Soon t he growth became 
general, and it was a m atter of sur­ 
prise with what rapidity the sales of 
stam ps a t the small office increased. 
At the same time a terrible fulling off 
was noticed in the sale of stam ps in 
New York, Philadelphia, and other 
large post offices. It was not long 
before the cause was discovered. 
Most of the fourth-class postm asters 
were country 
storekeepers. 
The 
houses from whom they purchased 
goods authorized agents to offer tu 
take paym ents for their goods in 
stam ps instead of cash. Of course 
in all cases the offer was accepted, 
for. as tile postm aster got a percent* 
age on tho sale of stam ps, this 
am ounted practically to a reduction 
in price. 
Large bills of goods were 
purchased by country storekeepers 
who were postm asters. 
They were 
paid for in stam ps, and the stam ps 
were reported to Washington as 
am ong the sales. Salaries junqwd 
up at a marvelous rate, aud, in the 
meantime, the New Y ork and Phila­ 
delphia m erchants vised the stam ps 
received from the country and bought 
pone at home. The government lost 
thousands of dollars in salaries be­ 
fore the swindle was discovered.

The Twelve Temptations. 
The Twelve Temptations, a legen­ 
dary spectacle, will bold the lxjards 
at the Sleeper Opera House. Thurs 
day evening, August 29th. The book 
of the Twelve Temptations*' ha- been 
very carefully prepared by Chas. H. 
Yale. He has studied to make the 
story entertaining, after the fashion 
of genial Tom Hood, who headed one 
of his pleasantest efforts with the 
quotation: 
“Mirth admit of your 
crew.” The play is brightened with 
choice bits of comedy sketching the 
“high lights” which briDgs out the 
pictures, fill the eye and make the 
scene. 
Without these friendly faces 
in the foreground, the Artic perspec­ 
tive would become monotonous, and 
the climate contest between torridity 
and frigidity would be to tho gazing 
audience a Sibylline book, full of 
mystery and incomprehensible sym­ 
bols. There is also in this new spec­ 
tacle a legitimate attempt to combine 
many of the popular features of stage 
entertainments. 
Everything is not 
given over to those “robust!ous-peri- 
wig-pated fellows” who “can tear a 
passion to tatters and split the ears 
of the groundlings;” the speaking 
characters are sufficient for the pur­ 
pose of the story, but they are not 
obtrusive, nor is the dialogue diffuse. 
There is a suggestion of panorama, 
just enough to meet the requirement 
of interpreting a trip through a won­ 
derful forest. 
There is a1 sot a touch 
of the pantomime, that pleasant form 
of entertainment with which the En 
glish managers still delight their 
patrons. Songs, specialties and nor 
el incidents are introduced and every 
effort is put forth to gratify as near 
as possible the varied tastes of an au­ 
dience. There are pleasing illusions, 
and grand transformations, and a 
perfect nightmare of gnomes, drag­ 
ons, sea gulls, serpents, ferocious 
beasts and other inhabitants of the 
earth, sea and air. 
The personation 
of many of these creatures requires 
acrobats and gymnasts of skill, the 
immense dragon alone enlisting the 
services of six men in its manipula­ 
tion. 
Three ballets are employed to 
illustrate by their evolutions, dresses 
and tableaux the climaxes and inci­ 
dents of the strange story. 
The di- 
vertisenients are new. comprising 
the European ballet in “The Police­ 
man and the Flirts;*’ the novel ballet 
of the cockatoos, a clover conceit of 
Mr. Yale’s, in which sixteen live 
cockatoos on gilt perches are intro­ 
duced; and the French ballet of the 
notions, revealing the Orient and the 
Occident, and carrying the spectators 
in fancy to the jungles of Asia, the 
deserts of Africa, and the plains of 
Hindostan, and then sweeping him as 
by a magic wand back “to the land of 
the free and the home of the brave.” 
The whole spectacle is a world in 
miniature, a kaleidoscope of wonders, 
a feast spread, with a superb indif­ 
ference to cost. 
The costumes are 
handsome and tasteful, and the me­ 
chanical appointm ents, rich and in­ 
genious.
